The Rights of the Valley Resi­ 
dents Held Sacred. 


PERPETUALISJÜNCTION GRANTED 


A gainst the N orth Bloomfield M ining 
Com pany—The G rounds of D eci­ 
sion A pply to 
H ydraulic 
M ining G enerally, 


[Specially Reported for the R e c o r d -U x io s .) 
The decision of Judge Sawyer, in the caso 
of W oodruff vs. the N orth Bloomfield H y­ 
draulic M ining Company, was given in the 
U nited States Circuit Court, San Francisco, 
yesterday. 
Also a concurring opinion by 
Judge Ilaady was read. 
The Court-room 
was crowded with attorneys, reporters and 
persons interested and eager to learn the 
nature of 
the long-looked-for conclusions 
in the Federal Court. 
The opinion of Judge 
Sawyer is extremely lengthy, covering nearly 
300 pages of legal cap m anuscript. 
All the 
conclusions are clearly stated, and are unhes­ 
itatingly in favor of the valley, m aintaining 
its right to fall protection from injury by 
further hydraulic mining, and denying that 
any rights, by prescription or by grant, ex­ 
press or implied, from the State or U nited 
States, have been acquired on the part of the 
miners to prosecu'.e the industry of mining 
in tuch manner a3 to produce injury to the 
navigable stream ; and destruction and injury 
to lands and property below, belonging to 
others. 
The decision is so lengthy, and even 
prolix in some portions, that a full and'cire- 
fully-prepared synopsis of it will be better 
appreciated by the general reader than a ver­ 
batim report, and it is therefore presented in 
th at form below. 
The concurring decision of 
Judge Deady is much briefer, but pointed, 
and fully sustaining in every particular the 
former. 
I t is given below, substantially in 
full. 
O p laio n of J u d g e Saw yer. 
This is a bill in equity to restrain the de­ 
fendants. engaged ia hydraulic mining, from 
discharging their d-bris into the effluents of 
the Y uba river, and to be carried down hy 
the current into the Sacram ento ar.d Feather 
livers, tiffing up their channels, injuring nav­ 
igation, oveiflowing and covering the adja­ 
cent lands with debris, and injuring and 
threatening to destroy the lands r.nd property 
of the complainant and other land-owners 
situated on and adjacent to the banks of those 
streams. 
In M arch, 1882, the Secretary of W ar 
transm itted to CcDgrets the official report of 
Colonel M endell in relation fo the injury to 
our waterways f.om mining debris, wbich re­ 
port was made under the A ct of Congress of 
June 14, 1880, aud the report was made in 
February, 1882. 
T hat report has been ictio- 
duced in evidence, and being recognized by 
both tides as showing the injurious results of 
hydraulic and other mining, and havmg been 
fully confirmed by the other evidence in the 
case and by the inspection made by the 
Judges, I shall frequently refer to it in this 
opinion. 
HYDRAULIC MINING. 
As used in this connection, is the process of 
mining by which a bank of gold-bearing earth 
and rock is excavated by a jet of water dis­ 
charged through a nozz'e with great pres­ 
sure, the earth being carried away with the 
Bame water and d.schareed into the national 
water courses below. W here the m aterial ia 
cemented, or where the bsnk is composed of 
pipe clay, it is shattered by means of powder, 
sometimes fifteen or tw enty toes being used 
at one blast. In the early period of hydraulic 
mining—in 1865—the water was discharged 
from rubber cr canvae hcie with nczz es not 
more than an i ch in diameter, but eince the 
invention of the M onitor and L ittle G iant 
the pressure has been largely increased, and 
tire size of the nozzles is from four to nine 
incheH in diam eter. 
A t the larger mine eev- 
e n lc f theso monitors were employed day 
and night. 
In the night time light was fur- 
n ith el by e’e c tic lights, the motor being 
water. 
A t N orth Bloomfield the scene at 
night was weird and startling, and well cal­ 
culated 
to strike 
a 
stranger 
with 
ad­ 
miration. 
The 
amount 
of 
debris dis­ 
charged 
hy 
this 
process 
can 
only 
be conceived by actual obs rvation. 
The 
Y uba river is the fourth river iu eiz? in the 
Sacramento val’ey, and it has a drainage of 
about 1.300 square miles. 
The elevation of 
the basin above tidew ater is about 8 000 feet 
at the sum m it cf the mour.tsin, and the gold 
deposits are found from 4.000 to 5,000 feet, in 
a bed about forty or fifty miles wide. 
The 
river is divided into five principal branches. 
The auriferous deposits in these ancient chan­ 
nels are elevated above the beds cf the Yubas. 
The Judge here gave a particular descrip­ 
tion of the extent and location of the ancient 
river channels of the Yubas. 
The Y uba and 
its branches have heavy grades. 
They rwn 
through deep, reeky canyons and gorges, over 
rough, rocky bottoms, with frequent ravines 
coming ia, and many deep holes excavated 
by 
the 
action of 
the 
water. 
All < f 
these 
streams, 
from 
the 
sum m it 
to 
the 
m outh of 
the 
Feather 
river, 
a 
distance of seventy-five milep, has been filled 
up many feet deep, and it is graded so that 
a railroad track might be made in the beds 
for the w hole distftcce. 
Thai ¡s the case with 
the main branches of the Yuba and Deer 
creek, and the different canyons which flow 
into them. The heavier material is deposited 
further up, the lighter passing down, and the 
n.a-s of m aterial is moved forward year by 
year, finding its way into the valley ultim ate­ 
ly. T/ e streams have been apparently unable 
to carry off all the debris discharged into 
them in a year, and consequently it accumu­ 
lates in the wa‘er courses until an extreme 
flood comes, and when such a fl >od comes it 
transport» 
u,nch larger amount into the 
valley. 
V ast amounts are now accumulated 
in the upper portion of the Y uba and its 
branches, at d there being precipitated into 
the valleys below, where they may be carried 
by any extreme high water. 
W ith refsience 
to the amount of deposits in the Y'uha aud 
the Feather above M arysville, Colonel Men­ 
dell says, in estim ating on Mar,son’s report 
j in 1870, th at in the Y uba above the Falls 
there were 46.600,000 cubic yards, and that 
the total estimated quantities is 
71,000,000 CUBIC YARDS. 
In the light of the testimony it seems very 
probable th at this estim ate is altogether too 
low. the deposit in the smaller ravines not 
having been tak .n into account, and the 
am ount in t hie lower river having been much 
under-nstimated. 
The actual amount is not 
capable of being ascertained. 
1 hat state­ 
m ent is given merely for the purpose of illus­ 
tration. 
As it escapes from the mountain it 
spreads out with a lot of gravel and stnd in 
the plains over 15,000 or 16,000 acres, which 
are now above the level of the surrounding 
country on either side. 
This plain hss a 
slope cf about too feet on either side, the 
slope of the 
river bed being something 
like 15 feet, and the sizs of m aterial having 
the same correspondence with the grade, 
it beit g ceer y all suui he!,,w, and above it is 
coarser gravel. 
This irruption from the 
mountains has destroyed thousands of acres 
of good land. 
The 8 .ate Engineer in I8S0 
estim ated the amount to be over 15,000 acres 
th at had been ¡Djured by the deposits from the 
Y uba alone. Formerly, and brfore hydraulic 
mining commenced, the Y uba river was a 
stream th at ran ia a d, e • channel, with grav­ 
elly bottoms, and from 300 to 500 feet wide 
on au average, and with steep banks 15 to 20 
feet wide at low water. 
On either side there 
was a strip of bottom land, 


E IC H . BLACK A LLU V IA L SO IL , 
A bout a mile and a half wide, and beyond 
this first body was a second body of land 
somewhat higher in altitude. 
These bottom 
lands have been filled up on an average of 
abont 
twenty-five feet or upwards with 
debris, and the high land back has been 
ruined for farming purposes, and it has con­ 
sequently been abandoned for such nsee. 
Doctor Teegarden’s land shows a very strik­ 
ing example of the injury of this debris. 
He 
had for some years represented th at county 
in the State Senate. 
H e owned 1,275 acres 
of Y nba bottom land, some three or fonr 
miles above M arysville, on the north side. 
All, except seventy-five acres, have been 
buried from three to five feet deep with sand, 
destroying it for farmiog, vegetable ard fruit 
raising purposes, and from it he is now un­ 
able to receive remuneration. 
H e now lives 
in a small house, his former residence having 
been swept sw ay by the flood. 
H e tesüfi d 
that 
the 
main 
filling 
np 
of 
his 
land 
was 
iu 
1879 and in 
18S0, 
and 
th at 
since 
then 
there 
has 
been 
a 
constant addition to it, and th at during the 


last few years he has built three miles of levee 
to protect it, and that the land has tilled np 
cn the outside of the levee five or six feet 
deeper than on the inside. 
The first m aterial 
tfcat came down upon these lands was in 1862, 
aod it was covered more or less in 1S6S and 
1869. 
Since th at time levees have been built 
at M arysville and in Y'uha county, along the 
river, and also on the other side of the river, 
to protect the land in the adjacent country. 
Iu addition to the levees so erected, about 
five years ago the 


MINERS THEMSELVES BUILT A LEVEE 
For the same purpose on the south side of the 
Y uba, extending to the foothills a distance of 
eight miles, at a considerable cost, these de­ 
fendants contributing 80 per cent. 
T hat was 
built for the purpose of 
preventing the 
Feather river from overflowing to the south. 
T hat levee broke in three places in Lir.da 
township in June last, when the Knglith 
dam gave way, and the country was fljoded 
»Dd the land between the levees was filled 
with debris. 
This land so filled has growD 
up with cottonwood and willows. 
The river 
has no defined channel, but it flows any­ 
where over the space between tbs levees, 
being tu rn 'd by any obstruction which it 
meets from time to time and from the ac­ 
cumulation of drift-w oo), debris, etc., which 
accumulated in its bed in high water. 
The 
bed of tha river is higher than the original 
top of the surrounding channels. 
The bed, 
such as it is, is several feet higher than the 
laud of the surrounding country outside of 
the levee, and which is protected in a measure 
by the levees from overflow by the water of 
the Yuba. 


SOME THIRTY-FIVE SQUARE MILES 
Of agricultural land has been destroyed. The 
filling of the river beds has been gradual, and 
is generally some tweDty-tive feet or more. A t 
some places it is filled as high as ninety feet. 
This tilling of the river has affected the navi­ 
gability <f ibe waters of the State, as is 
stated in Co). M endeli’s report and amply 
supported by the other testimony. 
The low- 
w ater level of the Feather river at Marys- 
bille, the head of navigation, has been raised 
fully fifteen feet, and in consequence of these 
changes a hi.her fliod-line hss been estab­ 
lished, and consequently a greater exposure 
of ovotfl -w now exists on all the lend on the 
rivers. 
The condition of the Y'uba and 
Feather rivers will illustrate the ultim ate con­ 
dition of the Sac-amento river if this process 
nf mining is continued. 
It is claimed th at it 
will neeesdtate the abandonm ent of the chan­ 
nels of those rivers, and th at the Sacramento 


RIVER WILL LEAVE ITS PRESENT CHANNEL 
A t G ray’s Bend and run some 'distance to 
the west. 
The rise of the bed of the Sacra­ 
mento river that took place from 1849 to 
1869 was about two and nine-tenths feet. 
During the next ten years, and while hy­ 
draulic mining was prosecuted from 1SC9 to 
1879 the rise of this plane was doubie th at 
figure, so th at the present rise of its bed is 
fully six feet from 1849 to 1881, as a conse­ 
quence tide water having less and less effect 
upon the river. 
Thirty-five miles below Sic- 
taruento city tho Sacramento river divides 
into two channels, which unite at a distance 
below of a few miles. 
The distance through 
the old river is about eighteen miiep, while 
through Steam boat slouch it is about twelve 
miles. 
In early days of navigation Steam ­ 
boat slough was th9 channel used hy all the 
boats and vessels, ar.d it is a part of the pub­ 
lic h :8tory of this State to-day that large ves­ 
sels that had come around Cape Horn passed 
np the Sacramento 


THROUGH STEAMBOAT SLOUGH 
Oa regular trips. 
T hat slough is so filled ub 
that 
it 
is 
with 
difficulty 
the 
present 
boats which navigate the river can be used. 
Its navigation has been comparatively aban­ 
doned. 
Steamers go by another route— 
along Old river. 
This filling has also shoaled 
tho water in Suieun and San i ’abio Bays and 
in the Straits of Carquim z, and San F ran­ 
cisco Bay is also somewhat affected. 
The 
various rivers named contribute their share 
of debris to produce this result, but the Y'uba 
discharges more debris than aDy of the rest. 
The waters of the upper rivers have become 
so highly charged with debris th at they are 


WHOLLY UNFIT FOR WATERING STOCK 
Or for any domestic use to which water is 
usually applied, aud it is often unfit for irri­ 
gation. 
In pursuaics of tho provision of the D rain­ 
age A ct of 1880, the State, under the super­ 
vision of the State Engineer, with Colonel 
Mendell as cinsulting engineer, erected a 
brush dam about three miles in length across 
the Y uba river, some eight miles above M a­ 
rysville. 
Tee first H :od th at occurred iu the 
following rainy i-eason carried a section of it 
away, and afterwards during the dry season 
a tire occurred aud a large portion of the 
remainder v. ae c msnmed. 
An impounding 
dam w rs also constructed by the State on 
Bear river, with a comparatively sim ilar re­ 
sult. 
Those dams cost about 8500,000. 
I 
have not the exact figures here, but I believe 
the cost was a little over that. 
The N orth 
Bloomfield M ining Company, the defendant 
here, have constructed a dam to impound its 
debris, sixty feet high, and th at dam has filled 
up with debris to a level with its top, and the 
debris passes over it and down the canyon, 
the dam not obstructing it. 
I t passes down 


AS THOUGH NO DAM WAS AT THAT 
Point, 
A sim ilar dam was erected at M arys­ 
ville, or near there, to impound the debris, 
and it is now in a very similar condition. 
The complainant has owned on the Feather 
river for more than tw enty years, and etill 
owns a tract cf land, which he holds under a 
patent from the U nited States, issued by the 
grant made by the Mexican Government to 
John A. Sutter. 
H e is the owner of a city 
lot in Marysville, eitaated about 500 feet 
from the Y uba, which lot is covered with a 
brick building of stores and called the E m ­ 
pire Blcck. 
The building was erected in 
1854 or 1855, and cast something like §60,000. 
He was als > the owner of a steamboat land­ 
ing on the Yuba, nearly opposite this block, 
and 
now 
the 
Y uba 
has 
filled 
up 
and 
the 
steam boat 
landing 
is 
on 
Feather 
river 
on 
the 
opposite 
side, 
in Y uba county, and about three-quarters 
of a mile distant from where this block is. 
He is the owner, also, of a piecs cf fanning 
land on the east bank of the Feather river, 
two miles below Mnrysviile, on which land 
he formerly had a steam boat landing, which 
ha uBed for receiving and discharging freight, 
etc. 
But hy reason «f the tilling up of the 
river to a depth of ten or twelve feet, or 
more, th at 


LANDING CANNOT NOW BE USED. 
One of the trac's of land spoken of com­ 
prised 600 or 700 acres, aud is known as the 
Hock Farm , on ih-3 west side of the Feather 
river 
The bottom land on these tracts, he­ 
ir,e *he best land, was buried with debris in 
1862, and subsequently in 1868, and they are 
still covered from time to tim e with fresh de­ 
posits 
These lands have become a waste, at 
least for agricul'ural purposes. 
Other por­ 
tions of thess tracts are still liable to over­ 
flow. 
\V hen the flood of 1868 came the people of 
M arysville thought it necessary to build a 
levee around the city to protect them from 
the debris th at came down the Y uba, and one 
was built. 
I t was found necessary to in­ 
crease these levees in bight and thickness 
from year to year ever since. 
In 1875 tho 
levee broke and the city and surrounding 
lords were oveifl >wed aud a large amount of 
debris deposited. 
T hat was the first time 
th at M arysville was ever flooded. 
In 1881, 
with a less volume of water, it rose higher 
than ever before. 
This w aB dne in part to 
the filling up of the river channels and in 
part also to the gone-al levee system which 
had been adopted for the protection of the 
lands. 
A t the breaking of the levee in 1S75 
the Em pire block of the plaintiff in M arys­ 
ville was considerably injured. 
The under­ 
pinning in the center of the building was 
washed out and the roof fell ¡d, and it cost 
several thousat d dollars to put it in repair 
again. This was one of m any buildings there 
th at were then injured, and since then the 
owners of basements in th at city have been 
compelled to abandon their use, as the water 
line has been raised so as to m ake them cf no 
use. 
The water percolating from the rivers 
tills them up. 
Also the sewage of Empire 
block has been obstructed by the same means. 
In 1881 the water was four feet higher lhan 
iu 1875 and eight feet higher than it had been 
in 1862, 
A trestlework near th at city, which 
had been built many feet above the ground, 
is b o w two or three feet only above the water, 
and in 1881 the water went over the bridge. 
In th at year the inhabitants of Marysville 
were 
CALLED OUT IN THE NIGHT 
To increase and strengthen their levee, and 
they had to raise it several feet in places 
hy means of sand bags to prevent an inun­ 
dation of water and sand. 
The taxes in 
M arysville every year since have been very 
high, and a large part of them have been 
expended to increase the size of the levee. 
In some instances the levee tax of th at city 
has been as high as 6 per cent., aud daring 
the present year a large am ount has been 
expended on the levees. 
They have had 
brush and sand bags thrown out, the obj -ct 
being to check the flow of the current and 
to turn it away from the bank so as to pie- 
vent it from catting away the levee, and also 
to cause a deadening of the current in order 
to wa>h the debris down. 
For all the-e pur­ 
poses the people of M arysville have paid 
large taxes, which otherwise would be un­ 


necessary, 
The elevation of the w ater of 
the Y'uba is abovo the hight of the land in 
the city, and it has during all this time 
flowed over and deposited sand and debris 
on the surrounding country. 
In 1SS1 the 
south levee broke at Linda, about seven 
miles above Marysville, ar.d ran over several 
miles of country, preventing the raising of a 
crop th at year. 
In June last 


THE ENGLISH DAM 
N esr the sum m it of the monntvin gave way 
and precipitated an ¡ramease torrent of wa­ 
ter down the Yuba, which swept everything 
before it, and it rose suddenly to a great hight 
in the river. 
N ear M arysville it met with 
some obstruction and tore away the levee at 
three points, and damaged a considerable 
extent of country. 
H ad the rivers all beeu 
hi2h when this torrent came down no one can 
tell what the result would have been. 
Some 
yevra these great torrents aro frequent. 
In 
1881 the Sutter levee broke below the mouth 
of the Y uba river and flowed over the plain­ 
tiff’s land, washing away his soil in many 
places where it had been plowed, and depos 
ited sediment upon it. 
Oae witness svys th at 
gravel as laiee as hen’s eges passed through 
the break. 
The fl >od of 1862 oveifliwed and 
covered the Hock farm, and it has been since 
covered and large amounts of grain de­ 
stroyed. 
The defendants have attem pted to show 
th at these overflows have been in conse­ 
quence of an improper system of leveeing, 
which has had a tendency to contract the 
outlets. There has been some testim ony on 
the other side on this point. 
I t is probable 
that they have not in all instances adopted 
the wisest plan in their efforts to protect 
their property. 
These works are always 
left to the judgment of men, and they are 
rarely perfect, as it is 
scarcely possible 
th at any method unobjectionable to all could 
be adopted. 
However this may be, there 
can be no possible doubt tn at if mining de­ 
bris had never teen placed in tbeee streams 
most cf this injury would have been averted. 
T his foul w ater has come down, and it ap­ 
pears th at large quantities of deleterious 
m atter are left behind to follow. E very break 
ia the leveeB has sent water 


CHARGED W ITH SAND AND DEBRIS 
O ut upon the lam b, and has left it there at 
the subsidence of the flood to work out its 
destructive effects. 
If the great flood cf 
1862 brought down large masses cf m aterial 
deposited in the upper stream in previous 
years, as is claimed by the defendants, and 
covered np the lower portions cf tha Yuba, 
w hat ia to be expected if there is another 
flood of that kind th at will bring down a 
much larger accumulation of m aterial through 
channels now several feet higher than the 
surrounding country ? A concurrence of con- 
rlitiocs, such as were present in 1S62, may 
come again. 
T hat concurrence of conditions 
was high water in the Sacramento and all of 
its effluents on the 1st of January, 1862, and 
¡mínense deposits of snow in the mountains, 
and a worm rain which caused a melting of 
tho snow, and precipitated the waters into 
the valleys below. 
Should there be the same 
condition of things in the present condition of 
the water courses of th at valley, no man can 
predict the result, and the most casual ob­ 
server cannot hut see th at the present condi­ 
tion ot things is alarmingly dangerous to the 
residents of the valleys, and, unless the 
action of the defendants complained of be 
enjoined, there is no doubt that the result of 
those acts heretofore developed to some ex­ 
tent will he increased, and th at the result 
will be grievous and far-reaching. 
N or can 
there be any doubt that the plaintiff has suf­ 
fered and is still suffering because of these 
acts, which fill up the banks and beds of the 
rivers and the surrounding country and bring 
down sand aud gravel to destroy immeuse 
tracts of farming land in the Sacramento 
valley. 
If th at does not constitute a public 
nuisance, then I confess th at I do not know 
what a public nuisance is. 
I t is that kind of 


A PUBLIC NUISANCE 
T hat entitles a private party to relief. 
It 
comes within the definition given by the Cal­ 
ifornia Code of a public nui-auce for which 
a private party injured by it may m aintain 
an action. 
The Judge here read the sections 
of the Civii C ole defining public nuisances, 
and then continued : 
A re the acts complained of law ful; are 
they performed under express authority of 
any valid statute ? 
Counsel for the defend­ 
ants tik e the position th at they are author­ 
i z e , and they m aintain that position rather 
earnestly. 
On the other hand, arguments 
equally earnest and able have bien made, 
and numerous authorities Lave been cited. I 
have examined numerous authorities on this 
Bubject. 
I t is contended th it the Legisla­ 
ture authorizes the use of the waters of these 
rivers and of the valleys for the flow aud de­ 
posit of mining debris, and if they are so 
authorized the acts of the defendants are l»w- 
fal, and th at therefore the results of their 
acts cannot bo a nuisance, public or private. 
I t is not pretended that the Legislature has 
in express term s provided th at the naviga­ 
ble waters may he so used, but that authorriy 
is sought to be inferred from the action of the 
Legislature in encouraging the mining indus­ 
try when it is evident that th at industry can­ 
not be prosecuted without injury to the navi­ 
gable waters of the State. 
I t is sufficient to 
say th at the 


LEGISLATURE HAS NO AUTHORITY 
W hatever to say that the navigable streams 
shall be obstructed within the State. 
The 
necessary result of the action complained of 
is to constitute a public ar.d private nuisance, 
both at common law and in the express lan­ 
guage of the Civil Code, already cited. There 
is no lim itation in the code which exempts 
this from the rule. 
There is no statute that 
expressly authoriz-s the defendants to send 
their mining debris down, to the destruction 
or injury of navigable waters or private 
property ; and, even if there was a statute 
authorizing Buch an injury as is complaiced 
of against private parties, it would be uncon­ 
stitutional and void. 
Tha State recognizes 
mining euterprfie with nit reference to inju­ 
ries to property ; it authorizes it as a legiti­ 
mate business. 
I t is not the general practice 
of legislative bodies iu this country, where 
their powers are limited, to legislate upon the 
various subjects except generally, and that 
in the exercise of the rights conferred it is 
always done provided uo injury shall be done 
to others. 
W hen rights are granted or regu­ 
lated hy the Legislature they m ust be exer­ 
cised with due regard to the rights of others, 
aud so exercised as 


NOT TO INJURE OTHERS. 
Certainly there is no authority to interfere 
with the vested rights of others. 
T hat ia 
clearly recognized by the statute of lim ita­ 
tion in the definition of nuisances, and the 
statute says in express term s th at there shall 
be no other lim itation. 
No intention can be 
infer 'ed from any A ct of Congress th at has 
been brought to our notice th at will permit 
the injury of navigable waters or property. 
Congress has no power in enumerating the 
rights of vendees of its own property t.o in­ 
terfere with the vetted rights cf others, and 
it cannot authorize or encourage the injury f ( 
private property. 
On the admission of Cali­ 
fornia into the U nion she bjcim e a sovereign 
for all purposes, except as to such powers as 
were expressly reserved by the Constitution 
of the U nited States, 
The U nited States, 
like any other owner of land, may regulate 
ita sale, as in the case of mineral land. 
I t 
m ay allow the mines to be worked free, or it 
may collect a royalty ; hilt it cannot impose 
conditions th at will interfere with the rights 
of other private owners who had puich&sed 
them witnout reservations. 


NO LICENSE TO DO INJURY, 
The Judge here reviewed the various Acts 
of Congress relative to the di-position of mia- 
eral lands, and held th at in no A ct could it 
loo claimed th at any license had been granted 
to miners to injure the property of others. 
In referer.es to tho river and harbor bill of 
1880, where an appropriation of a large sum 
of money was made by Congress for the im­ 
provement of several hundred rivets in tho 
U nited States, and among others the rivers 
of the Sacramento valley subject to injury by 
miniog debris, he held th at Congress did 
simply assume tho responsibility of protecting 
the navigable waters of California from in ­ 
jury, and did not intend to legalize the use of 
those stream s for the purpose of carrying 
mining debris. 
H e held th at it was clear 
that Congress recognized th a t a public nui­ 
sance W 3s being committed which should 
be 
abated, 
and 
th at 
it 
was 
its 
plain iatsntion 
to ascertain 
a 
remedy 
for 
the existing evils. 
The control 
of 
navigable streams by Congress in the exercise 
of this power to regulate commerce does not 
include the authority to authorize the giving 
over of those rivers for the deposit of m in­ 
ing debris, and thus creiting a public nui­ 
sance. 
The U nited S 'ates has no right to 
exercise sovereignty w ithin the limits of a 
State where it is exp essly authorized by the 
Constitution ; and Congress has no right to 
exeri ise control over the navigable streams of 
the State further than to ¡emulate commerce. 
I t cannot dc stroy these stream s or authorizs 
their destruction wholly or partially. If Con­ 
gress can make the acts complained of lawful, 
it can authorized the filiiug up and total de­ 
struction of all the beds of tbs streams in 
this State, and th ere isn o lim it to the r,mount 
of mining debris th at could be seat down un­ 
der such an authorization. 
I t is claimed th at navigation h is n it bten 
m ined in these streams, and th at it is a t a 


pnblic nuisance in this State. 
The injuries 
shown here to the navigable stream s have 
been m aterial, and threaten to be material 
hereafter. 
And there can be no authority in 
Congress to legalize any 
such nuisance. 
There is no g n u n d in the proposition that 
Congress has attem pted to make the ac's 
complained of lawful, and these acts could 
not be legalized by any Congressional action. 
I t is also claimed by the defendants th at 
these acts are authorized by the legislature 
of the State of California. There is no doubt 
that the flow of debris operates to destroy the 
beds of these streams, and interferes with the 
free use of them, and the property adjacent. 
I t ia not claimed, however, that the State has 
authorized the m inéis to fill up the beds of 
these streams with debris to such an extent as 
to injury navigation, or to destroy land of 


PROPRIETORS WHO HAVE VESTED RIGHTS 
In them. 
If these acts are authorized by the 
State, I have failed to find where the express 
authority exists, and if it does exist it must 
be a valid statute. 
No authority to c mmit 
the nuisance complained of can be gathered 
from any statute of this State th at has been 
brought to our notice. 
The section of the 
statute which seems to be most nearly in 
point on this subject is subdivision five of 
Section 1328 of the Code of Civii Procedure. 
B ut th at simply provides that provision shall 
be made for ditches, pipes, dumping ¡daces, 
etc , for working mines. 
Au Act ot Con­ 
gress authorized the States and Territories, 
in the absence of legislation by Congre-s, to 
provide for certain easements over public 
lands, and th at was done in this State by 
th at Act. 
The State Supreme Court, in 
one case, held th at mining was not a public 
commission, and th at it did not authorize the 
use of the ravigable waters of the Slate, or 
the discharge of mining debris upon 


THE LANDS OF RIPARIAN PROPRIETORS 
W ithout condemnation and paym ent in the 
mode pointed out iu the statute. 
Instead of 
inferentially authorizing 
the inj . j 
com­ 
plained of, th at inference ia directly tin o’lier 
way. 
There is no authority to do an act that 
would work »n injury, public or private, or, 
iu other words, to do an act that would con­ 
stitute a public or private nuisance, and the 
first inquiry to guide us is : W as the property 
injured purchased or condemned? 
I t has 
been settled in this State that property may 
bs condemned where large communities are 
affected, aud it ia claimed that the Legisla­ 
ture made th at lawful by the A ct to promote 
drainage, wbich was pssssdin 1878 : bu t that 
A ct does not authorize the commi-si n of the 
acts complaiced of as having beeu committed 
by ihe de'endant and others. 
The Judge then reviewed the Acts pas-ed 
by the Legislature of California in relation 
to the suhject of mining debris, aud he 
held th at 
they 
were entirely 
consistent 
with the statute relating to nuisances, and 
they in no wise authorized the deposit of 
mining debris in the stream s or the injury of 
private land for such deposits. 
He next reviewed the subject from a c in­ 
stitutional standpoint and quoted from the 
Federal Constitution and from the Califor- 
r.ia Constitutions of 1849 and 1S79, which 
provide generally that 


LIFE AND PROPERTY 
SHOULD BE PROTECTED, 
And th at no person should be deprived of 
either w ithout due process of law, and that 
private property th mid not be taken without 
due compensation ; and be held that those 
clauses of the Constitution were applicable 
to the subject, ami protected the proprietor of 
valley lands from the deprivation of his 
property w ithout compensation. 
Consider­ 
ing th at such use of these lands for mining 
debris was a public use, still the I- gislatnre, 
under these constitutional provisions, could 
not make it lawful without providing for the 
full compensation to the owners of the prop­ 
erty, and providing th at th at compensation 
should first be paid for the use of his property 
without his consent. 
There is no authority 
in the Constitution th at will perm it private 
property to be taken for public use against 
the will of the owner without compensation. 
The defendant in this case is a corporation, 
aud would fall within the provisions of the 


rOLIUE TOWER OK THE STATE, 
W hich provide th at corporations m ust con­ 
duct their busiufss so as not to interfere with 
the vested rights cf others. 
The provision 
of the Constitution of 1879 was aimed di­ 
rectly at corporations, and apparently con­ 
tem plated something ot this kind. 
The nav­ 
igable waters within the State are not the 
property cf the State. 
They are a p art of 
the public domain, and are held ia tru st for 
ail—lor the benefit of commerce and for any 
other purpose. 
There are two senses in 
which the rights of the State arc to be c n- 
strued ; one is proprietary and the other is 
governmental. 
Proprietary is where the 
State held the lands in the same m anner as 
an 
individual 
owe s 
his 
lan d s; 
and 
the governmental, v.fi re th : title is vested 
in the State for the benefit of the Govern­ 
ment. And in that case the Governm ent may 
coDtro! it in the interest tf commerce and for 
the benefit of all the people. 
Congress may 
not control a navigable stream, except to 
regulate it in the interest of commerce, 
otherwise it has no further power over it than 
it has over private property. 
If the Legb- 
latnre cannot interfere w ith these navigable 
streams, it certainly cannot authorize the de­ 
fendants to destroy them for pnblic uses. 
The A ct of admission of California into the 
U nion is conditional ; that 


THE NAVIGABLE STREAMS 
W ith in the State should be common high­ 
ways and forever free to the inhabilan's oí 
this State, and to the citizsns of the U nited 
Stat es ; and if they are obstructed hy acts such 
as have been committed by the defendants in 
this case, such navigation canDot be free. 
If 
the A ct of admission ia not valid as a mere 
compact betw een the L'nited States and this 
State, it is valid as an A ct for tho protection 
of Congress, for the benefit of the pecple of 
this State, of other States, and of foreign 
nations.

No lapse of time

THE SUBJECT OF ACQUIESCENCE 
On the part of the plaintiff and the injuries 
duct recognizing the existence of a prosecu­ 
tion, and, no donbt, in some sense, at leatf, 
to carry the prosecution into effect.

quiesce cj is necessary to exist while the 
pi secution is going on in which the right of 
action would otherwise 
arise mora delay,

allowed time to elapse without commencing 
suit, as showing acquiescence, is largely de­ 
pendent on circumstances.

SOME TRENCHANT SENTENCES.^ 
To the Chicago Current, a new critical 
journal, Henry Watterson recently con­ 
tributed a broad patriotic and interesting 
paper on the pcktical outlook. 
To this 
review, which admitted frankly that the 
one solitary iBsue of value to the democ­ 
racy is that of free trade, Emory A. Storrs 
replies in equally as patriotic and elevated 
a strain, but, of course, opposing the posi­ 
tion taken by Mr. Watterson that the as­ 
cendancy of the Democratic party is nec­ 
essary to the progress of the country. He 
holds that the protectionists rely as im­ 
plicitly upon the l.epublican party as do 
the free-traders upon the Democracy, and 
that there is not need to evade these posi­ 
tions by either party. 
W ithout pausing 
to reply to this view at present, we fulfill 
the purpose of this reference by editorially 
quoting some trenchant sentences from the 
review : 
“ Wisely, or unwisely, and I shall not 
here undertake to determine which, great 
masses of conservative people of the North 
are afraid of the Democratic party, and 
are apprehensive that if it once acquired 
power the iinancial and business interests 
of the country would suffer under its man­ 
agement. 
“ The Republican party has been guilty 
of very many sins of omission and of com­ 
mission, but it holds within itself a re­ 
markable power for self-correction and 
self-puriiication. But as numerous as its 
errors have been, it wi’l not be forgotten 
during this generation that it did carry the 
country safely through a great w ar; that 
it has placed upon the statute-book aud 
imbedded m the Constitution the most 
solid guarantees for individual liberty; 
that it did defend the national faith, and 
has brought the public credit to a standard 
higher than it ever occupied before. 
“ The political outlook is, it seems to 
me, better for the interests of our people 
and of our common country, than it has 
been for many years, The old feelings of 
sectional bitterness are rapidly dying, and 
we are becoming in fact wliat we are in 
name—a united people. 
“ If the South so wills it, and will hon­ 
estly act up to that will, there need he in 
the future no waving of the bloody shirt, 
and no terrors of a ‘ solid South.’ 
“ The people have taken the politics of 
the country into their own hands, and re­ 
fuse allegiance to party bosses or managers. 
To these most gratifying results Mr. W at­ 
terson, and patriotic Democrats such as he, 
have largely contributed.”

A QUESTION OF TRUTH TELLIÍG. 
There is trouble, and travail, and wail- 
iDg, and woe among political organs in New 
York, especially those of the Democratic 
stripe. It appears that the Democratic 
press is exercised about the course of the 
New York Sun, It is recognized as a 
Democratic leader, but sometimes the Sun, 
the reputation of which for truth-telling 
has not aiwajB been the loftiest, “ goes” 
for the party, and speaks the truth about 
it. To this process of “ dragging a har­ 
row ” over the patty, as they term it, the 
colleagues of the Sun object, and declare 
that it is not true to its political faith when 
it Bnatches the party skeleton from the po­ 
litical closet. To these the Sun replies 
that the right function of a friend of party 
is to tell the truth concerning it, and that 
by this proeees only can it be kept in the 
straight and narrow paths of virtue. It 
adds, that as it is its duty to speak “ true 
things ” of its party, obviously the way to 
prevent the organization taking harm is to 
do nothing that may not be told—for 
bosses, and managers, and committees, 
and leaders to deal fairly and openly and 
squarely. Of course to all this there is no 
reply. The Sun has the best of the case, 
certainly. The history is not so very an­ 
cient when, in California, precisely the 
same situation was presented ; when inde­ 
pendent, self-respecting journals, with the 
courage of convictions, dared to rebuke the 
methods employed by the management of 
the political party with which they affil­ 
iated, and there went up a moaning cry for 
subservient organs to rise up aud rend the 
offenders. 


GENERAL GRESHAM’S FIRMNESS. 


At this writing we are receiving a full 
synopsis of the decision of the United 
States Circuit Court in the latest hy­ 
draulic mining case. 
It is impossible 
to give it at this time the perusal 
necessary to an intelligent consideration 
of the line of the argument. But in 
the fact that the valleys win in this strug­ 
gle with hydraulic mining, and that the 
Court affords them full protection from the 
future flow of tailings from hydraulic mines 
that have been filling up the navigable 
streams, and rendering valueless vast areas 
of bottom lands, and increasing the insecu­ 
rity of cities, towns and villages, the people 
find ample cause for rejoicing. That most 
delicate thermometer, the financial valua­ 
tion of river lands and town lots, indicates 
how vastly important is the question upon 
which the Court has passed, for upon the 
announcement of the judgment yesterday 
values were reported as immediately ad­ 
vanced, and the most buoyant tone was 
given to city property that has character­ 
ized such possessions for many years. In 
the gratification that the residents of the 
valley feel there is no sentiment of mere 
exultation over the people of the hydraulic 
mining sections. The granting of a per­ 
petual injunction in the Woodruff case is 
to them a serious blow, but one which we 
believe will be but temporary, as it will 
tend only to divert their energies to 
other and unobjectionable methods of 
mining, aud to industries which will in 
time prove equally as ben«ficial as 
the industry now forbidden. The people 
of the valley have never complained of any 
mining processes except those which di­ 
rectly menaced their homes and threatened 
to submerge them beneath the destructive 
debris washed from the Sierra Nevada’s 
slopes. 
In all this struggle there has not been on 
the part of the people of the valley any 
desire for the injury of their neighbors. 
They have been actuated in their litigation 
by a determination to invoke all the power 
of the laws to prevent irreparable injury to 
their own possessions. At no time since 
this question became a public one have 
we ever lacked faith in the equities of the 
case of the valley. When all efforts to 
adjust the dilficulty, aud save both the 
mining and agricultural industries from in­ 
jury, failed, and the question was tiken 
into the Courts, we have had no particle of 
doubt concerning the ultimate outcome, 
nor as to what it should be. 
That 
hydraulic mining must cease to be a men­ 
ace to valley property was long since seen 
to be inevitable. In the very nature of 
things the destruction of navigable waters, 
the heritage of all the peeple, could not be 
permitted. In the very nature of things 
the blotting out of agricultural lands and 
the turning of valley sections into inhos­ 
pitable wastes could not he consented to, 
no matter what injury might result from 
the cessation of the hydraulic mining in­ 
dustry. The valley wins in a fair struggle 
for the third time before jurists of unim­ 
peachable integrity and 
unquestioned 
legal ability. 
This should end the 
long-standing and damaging contest. The 
people of the contending sections should 
settle down to the repair of the injuries of 
the past, the checking of the flow 
of deposited debris which still men­ 
aces the rivers and bottom lands; to 
the upbuilding of industries in mountain 
and in valley, and to the unification of 
effort in both regions for the development 
of all their possibilities. The case may be 
taken to the Snpreme Court of the United 
States, but we entertain the belief that it 
will not be so advanced, but will be ac­ 
cepted as finality, as it should be. With­ 
out exulting over the misfortune of the 
hydraulic miners, the people of the valley 
have every reason for mutual congratula­ 
tion and enthusiastic rejoicing. There is 
now no serious remaining doubt regarding 
the ruling of all the Courts on this vexed 
question. A rapid reading of the decision

When the 6th day of March dawns 
acroBS the world you will come forth from the 
County Jail to find the fresh spring flowers 
carpeting the eaith in beautiful colors. The 
new grass will grow green over the path 3 
where you have staggered in your many tipsy 
wanderings, and tne young blue bells will 
ring j tyously above the grave of your past 
bad deeds. Sit down.” 
James Hogan, James Somers, J. Carlin 
and Billy Patterson, a quadruplicate of va­ 
grants, were permitted to go out and be in­ 
dustrious men, they being found not to ba 
professional tramps and beggars, hut simply 
out of work. .Tack Gorman was tested and 
found to have been in a liquid state ever since 
the holidays set in. He pleaded that he was 
only on a '* Christmas dnm k,” but that ex­ 
cuse availed him nothing, and he was given 
ten days in the city prison for safe keeping, 
until the “ holiday-Jrunk-term ” shall have 
paasad away.

BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 
The Electric Light Ordinance Paseed—Side­ 
walk Ordinance to be Enforced, 
The Board of City Trustees met at the new 
City Hall at 10 A. u. yesterday, Mayor 
Brown presiding and all the members pres­ 
ent. The miontes of the preceding meeting 
were read and approved. 
M ark Foster, Chief Engineer of the W ater 
Works, reported that during the past week 
10,048,500 gallons of water had been pumped. 
Captain N. A. Kidder, Harbormaster, re­ 
ported for the month of December collections 
as follows : Steamers, $105 ; barges, $40 ; new 
fish market, $10; total, $155, 
George A. Putnam, City Collector, re­ 
ported for December: 
Licenses sold, 
$7,984 50; fees collected on the same, $164 ; 
dog licenses sold, $53; total, $8,2C1 50. 
William Laufkotter, Superintendent of the 
City Cemeteries, reported for the same period, 
as follows- Sale of lots, $90; collected for 
permits, $97; vault dues, $10 ; from New 
Helvetia Cemetery, $30. Total, $227. 
Philip Rumble, Poundmaster, reported the 
business of his office for December, as fol­ 
lows : Dogs killed, 33; dogs redeemed, 10 ; 
cattle redeemed, 50. 
Amount of cash col­ 
lected, $22. 
M att. Kscher, Chief of Police, reported for 
December 176 arrests, 54 lodgers, 12 en routes, 
aod 1,119 meals served at the City Prison._ 
Resolutions from parties in Philadelphia, 
who wish to have Congress make a new In­ 
dian policy, was received and read. The 
resolutions were accompanied by a letter re­ 
questing that they be adopted by the Board 
of Trustees and forwarded to Congress. The 
same request has been sect to every important 
city in the U díod. 
They are intended to 
secure to poor Lo protection of his lands, his 
rights, and the education of his children. 
The resolutions were laid over for one week 
under the rule. 
The following resolution from the Board of 
Health was read and placed on file : 
lltsolved, That in the opinion of the Board of 
Health, and in view of the amount and character of 
the work required of the Health Officer, one hun­ 
dred dollars is only a fair and reasonable compensa­ 
tion. 
The proposed ordinance appointing an In­ 
spector of Meats was spoken of by one of the 
members, but no one moved to take it from 
the table. 
Captain Woods, of the police force, was 
present and stated that citizens were com­ 
plaining of the large number of fruit stands 
throughout the city that were constructed on 
the outer edge of the sidewalk. They inter­ 
fered with pedestrians, especially sc on dark 
nights, and he thought they were in violation 
of the ordinance relating to sidewalks. The 
matter was referred to Street Commissioner 
Neilsen, who instructed the Captain to have 
them removed immediately, and to see that 
no one used more of the sidewalk than the 
ordinance says they are entitled to, viz : 
No person or business firm shall use any portion 
of the sidewalk, in auy part of the city, for any pur 
pose whatever, excepting only for the display of 
goods, wares and merchandise, aud for the purpose 
of displaying goods but four feet in width, com­ 
mencing at the front line of the lot. 
The ordinance presented at the last meet­ 
ing by W. R. Muir, and which was laid over 
under the rule for one week, was taken up 
and read. The ordinance asks that W. R. 
Muir and his assigns be granted the privi­ 
lege to erect and maintain within the city 
limits, for the term of fifty years, poles and 
wires for the purpose of lighting the city with 
electricity. 
Trustee Nielsen said he would like to know 
why they wished it to extend over a period of 
fifty years. He could see no reason f ir speci­ 
fying auy period cf time. 
Mayor Brown said ha thought that matter 
cut no figure, as the Constitution gave Mr, 
Muir or any one else unlimited time. He was 
of the opinion that the city authorities could 
grant him no rights that were not already 
guaranteed by the Constitution. That iu- 
strument certainly gave him all the rights 
and privileges that were petitioned for in the 
ordinance under consideration. 
Edward Cadwalader said he was not di­ 
rectly interested in the electric light enter­ 
prise, hut had been asked by Mr. M uir to be 
present and Bpeak for him in the matter. 
The object in asking the passage of the pro­ 
posed ordinance, he presumed, was this : 
While he may have all the rights requisite 
under the laws of the State, he might be 
stopped in his construction by the city 
authorities, and hindered and retarded in his 
work. As to the fifty years, that was the 
usual time specified in a.l incorporations. 
W ithout the passage of the ordinance pro­ 
posed, the company in digging holes for their 
posts might be arrested for trespass. While, 
of course, Mr. M uir would not be permitted 
to commit a nuisance, he wished all the pro­ 
tection usually granted by city authorities 
for enterprises of this or like character, They 
simply wanted some guarantee that they 
would not be hampered or harassed. 
M ajor Brown said the Board had no ob­ 
jection to the passage of the ordinance as it 
was written, and he, as one of the members, 
would certainly throw no obstacle in the peti­ 
tioner’s way to prevent him from going ahead 
with the enterprise. He thought, however, 
that instead of being compelled to expend 
within six months $5,000 a« a guarantee of 
good faith, the amount should at least be 
$50,000 or $100,000. The guarantee earn of 
$5,000, when the magnitude of the undertak­ 
ing was taken into consideration, looked small 
indeed, and would lead the public to believe 
that they were not acting in good faith, but 
that it was simply a scheme to compel those 
now lighting the city to buy them off. 
Mr. Cadwalader replied that much more 
than $5,000 was already invested. 
R. A. Fisk, Superintendent of the Fire 
Alarm Telegraph system, said that if the 
Board saw tit to pass the ordinance, he wished 
to ssy a few words in regard to the electric 
light system. If their wires, he said, by 
accident or otherwise, ever come in contact 
with the wires of the firo alarm system, it 
would burn up all magnets of the system, 
and the city would be immediately deprived 
of its entire tire alarm. 
Mayor Brown said he presumed it was 
owing to that fact that in Eastern cities, 
where they had been experimenting with the 
electric light, the authorities had compelled 
th6 companies to bury their wires. He said 
it was also reported that the electric cur­ 
rent was so Btrcng that it killed anything that 
touched it. 
Mr. Fisk thought that a $50,000 guarantee 
would be small enough. 
In damp, fozgy 
weather, when the atmosphere was heavily 
charged with moisture, it would, in his opin­ 
ion, be exceedingly dangerous to have the 
electric wires closer to those of the fire alarm 
than ten nr twelve feet. In fact, he thought 
they should not ba constructed on the same 
side of the street. 
Ho thought, also, it 
would be imptudent for them to be permitted 
to conduct them on either J or K Btreets 
where children would be able to touch the 
wires from housetops or upper balconies, as 
in either case tueh an act on their part would 
most likely result in their immediate death 
Trustee Gutenberger thought if the wires 
were as dangerous as represented by Mr. 
Fisk it would not be safe to have them in or 
around the houses. 
Mr. Fisk—Oh, no ; properly insulated and 
in a dry atmosphere there is no dacRer. 
The Mayor said he thought the whole m at­ 
ter a humbug piece of business both as to 
light and reliability. In his opinion it was 
simply a scheme intended for the manipula­ 
tion of gas stock, but as far as he was con­ 
cerned, he wa« willing to have the ordinance 
passed. He thought no damage could result 
therefrom, as the construction and mainte­ 
nance would at all times be looked after by 
the Street Commissioner. 
Trustee Nielsen moved the passage of the 
ordinance without amendments, seconded by 
Trnsteo Gutenberger, and passed by their 
vote i, with the understanding that Mr. 
M uir was to pay for advertising the same. 
After passing upon a lar e num ber of billa 
acd ordering them paid, the Board ad­ 
journed.

F earful F all —Yesterday morning about 
4 o’clock R. J. Dawson, proprietor of the 
Tremont House, on J street, between Front 
and Second, was awakened by the sound of 
8 ;me large body fading en the ground in the 
back yard. Soon he heard low moans, and 
hurrying to the spot found H arry Forester 
lying nnconscious in a narrow, muddy alley, 
between two buildings, he having fallen from 
the third-story balcony—35 feet, lie was 
taken into the houee and restoratives admin­ 
istered. On gaining his senses he was unable 
to tell how the accident happened, but it is 
supposed, as he had not undressed, that he 
had just come in under the influence of 
liquor, and Was wandering around on the bal­ 
cony hunting his room, which was on that 
floor. His richt shoulder is dislocated aud 
several ribs broken, besides being seriously 
injured ¡eternally. He is about 30 years old, 
and has relatives living at Folsom. Until 
within a few days he has been employed in 
the railroad shops. The injured man was 
taken to the Railroad Hospital yesterday 
afternoon.

THE BOARD OF EDUCATIOH. 
The Old Board Goes Out and the Kew 
Board Organises, 
The City Board of Education met at the 
office of the Superintendent last evening, all 
the members present. The minutes of the 
last meeting were read 3nd approved, and on 
motion the Board adjourned. Before putting 
tne motion Felix Tracy, the President of the 
retiring Board, in a few neat and appropriate 
remarks returned his thanks to all the mem­ 
bers of the Board, the Superintendent and 
Secretary, for the manner in which they had 
performed the various duties imposed upon 
them and for the many courtesies and the 
assistance he had received from each and all 
of them during bis term of office, 
THE NEW BOARD. 
The members of the new Board all an­ 
swered to their names, And preceded imme­ 
diately to organize by the election of a Pres­ 
ident, Mr. Stevens placed in nomination 
J . hn F. Slater. Mr. Slater nominated Mr. 
Cooke. Mr. Cooke said he would decline the 
honor, and addressed the Board as follows : 
Mr. Chairman : With your permission I wish to 
place in nomination one of our number forPrtsi- 
«lent of this Board, although the office is not sub­ 
sidized by a large salary. 1 consider it the duties of 
the office are intelligently dis barged by the incum­ 
bent, it is of more importance to our children and 
to the community at large, in a moral point of view, 
than any other office under our muuicipal govern­ 
ment. In making this nomination I will state my 
reasoriB frankly, so that 1 may not be misunder­ 
stood. I believe it is the imperative duty ot every 
member of this Board of Education to guard every 
intertst connected with « ur public schools to the 
best of his ability. It cannot be denied that there 
are certain influentes at work intended to inteifere 
with the organization of this Board. Enough is 
known, that, to say the least, is liable to treat-' sus­ 
picion as regards the welfare of our Bchools; 
and I assert here, providing that any bar­ 
gain or agreement has been made, directly 
or indirectly, in relation to the organization of this 
Board, either to gain personal, political, or any 
other influence, such arrangement is not only un­ 
becoming a School Director, but is immoral and a 
violation of the State law», if the member so doing 
is, or expects to he, personally interested. There­ 
fore, the organization of this Board, and all and 
every act connected with such organ-zation, should 
he like Ca-ar'a wife, ** above suspicion.” Now, sir, 
I will say to vou, I consider that qualification should 
be the standard by which this Board should be 
guided in the selection of a President. He should 
be possessed of such qualifications as would insure 
the intelligent discharge of the duties of his office, 
and be capable of examining every grade or class of 
pupils in our schools in their respective studies, and 
also have the ability to address the pupils in their 
respective class-rooms, and at the monthly aud 
annual examinations or exercises, when he 
is 
present, 
and 
in 
this 
wav 
convince 
them of his familiarity with their studies, 
so that he will command their respect and admira­ 
tion. He should lie above countenancing political 
influences and personal alliances of any kind, in all 
matters count e'ed with this Board, auii consider it 
his imperative duty to guard and protect our public 
school interests above all others. Mr. Chairman, 
with all due respect to the opinions of other mem­ 
bers of the Board, 1 have described my ideal for 
President, and also tiie motives that should govern 
us in our selection of that offix-r. The citizens of 
the respective districts of tins city have confided to 
our care their public schools. It should he our aim 
to discharge the duties intrusted to us in such a 
manner as to deserve from them, when our term of 
office expires, the reward, “ Well doue, good and 
faithful servants." Permit me to say to "my asso­ 
ciates : Let us at this, our first meeting, unite in a 
common cause—the protection of every interest of 
our public schools ; guard every pathway, guard 
every rampart, guard every opening, real or imag­ 
inary, of these citadels of our lihei tics against the 
invasion of intriguers, sueli as are only interested 
for pecuniary motives, or those who interfere to dis­ 
play their prominence as dictators of the course to 
be pursued by officers who have taken a solemn 
oath to perform their duties to tiie best of their 
abilities. In this connect ion 1 will call your atten 
tion to the effect such interference lias already cre­ 
ated, and an injustice done to some of the members 
of this Board who were elected list December. A 
member was approached and offered the Presidency 
of the Board, st ould he in return give the person 
who made the offer the control <f the insurance. 
When it is taken into consideration that the insur­ 
ance premiums for ISS3 were »l,294, are the public 
to assume, from this citizen’s standpoint, that the 
agent's fees, of say 10 per cent., amounting to 
$123 40, is tiie cash consideration that will he re­ 
quired to command a majority of the Board 
which 
is now about to he organized ?

to 
you, 
sir, 
that 
I am personally acquainted with every member of 
the new Board, and that 1 have no hesitation in sav- 
lug I believe the statement made by this ¡asurante 
broker was not authorized by them, directly or in­ 
directly ; yet nevertheless the offer was made, and 
the parties interested should have the broker pun­ 
ished. In connection with naming one of our num­ 
ber for President I deem it mv duty to warn mem­ 
bers of tliis Board against the dangerous influences 
which are at work in connection with our organiza­ 
tion. What a lamentable state of affairs, to witness: 
the trials and tribulatioiis of •* Darby and Joan,” 
prominent moralists of the Second District, supplb 
eating the .Man in Black on their bended knees, and 
-it’ bowed heads, for assistance to have the Board 
: ..Jucation organized in compliance with their 
wishes. When such influences a e at work it be­ 
hooves tiie friends of the public schools to he on 
their guard, for in tiiis case we have proof that 
those who would despoil our public schools 
for the paltry result of gratifying 
their 
malice, still survive. If tiie w ishes of such charla­ 
tans are comp'ied with, the friends of the public 
schools may well exclaim, “ Education weeps when 
manhood ioScS its dignity.” Again 1 warn you, one 
and all, to beware of all intriguers and the profes­ 
sional weeping philosophers, whose touch pollutes, 
and whose influence contaminates the bod} politic. 
Now, sir, with your kind permission, I will place in 
nomination one of our number who is qualified in 
every respect to discharge the duties of President of 
this Board. His qualifications, so far as education 
is concerned, will not be questioned by his associ­ 
ates. And there cannot he any question raised as to 
his ability acd energy to guard the interests of our 
schools when the B >ard is not in session. With all 
due respect to other members who may he placed in 
nomination, I will say for the welfare of our schools, 
am for the purpose of electing a President wiio will 
be an honor to the Board, and also will command 
the respect of the teachers and pupils of our schools, 
as a scholar and a gentleman, 1 propose the name, 
and place in nomination for tiie ortice of President 
of this Board, Mr. Elwood Bnmcr. 
Nominations were then declared closed. 
On the first roll-call the vote stood for ¡álaier : 
Avery, Davis, Johnston, Stevens—I. For 
Cooke : Bruner, Chadderd n and Slater—3, 
For Bruner : C’ooke—1. 
There being no 
choice the roll was called agaiD, with the 
same result. Un the eleventh ballot Mr. 
Slater received the votes of Stevens, John­ 
ston, Davis, C'hadderdon and Avery, and was 
declared elec ed. Sla’er and C’ouke voted for 
Cnadderdon, and Bruner voted for Johnston. 
On taking his seat Mr. Slater thanked the 
Bofr i for the honor, and said he would en­ 
deavor, to the best of hi» ability, to discharge 
the duties of the office without fear or favor, 
and his acts ami rulings would ever be for the 
promotion of the beet interests of the public 
schools.

H oward B enevolent A ssociation.— At 
the monthly meeting of the Directors of ths 
Howard Benevolent Association, heid Janu­ 
ary 6th, the Steward reported 139 persons re­ 
lieved during the month of December, by 407 
dispensations. There are now among the 
families being as«i»ted 11 sick or infirm men, 
36 women aud 64 children, in ail 111 persons, 
who will need help the eusuing month. The 
re part of the Treasurer acknowledges Ihe re­ 
ceipt cf $1,161 68 from the ladies’ charity 
ball, $111 25 from donations, $20 83 from in­ 
terest and $119 75 from collections; total, 
$1,413 51. His disbursements amounted to

O p in io n o r J u d g e Deafly. 
A t the conclusion of the reading oí the 
opinion by Judge Sawyer, Judge Safcin read 
the following opinion by Judge M atthew 
H eady, substantially as follows ; 
I fully concur in the learned a c t very able 
opinion of Circuit Judge Sawyer, in both its 
reason and conclusion. 
It has exhausted the 
Bubject, and leaves nothing to be added by 
way of statem ent, argument, illustration or 
authority. 
Under these circum stances, but 
for the magnitude of the subject snd the 
great interest fslt in the question, I would 
not feel it necessary to Bay moro than thie. 
A e it is. I shall only brief y state the con­ 
clusion I have formed frem the argument 
and from a personal exam ination t f tits 
mines, m ining operations 
water-ways and 
the ailjace.it country. 
5 am by no means 
unconcerned or indifferent to the effect of 
this decision upon the large amount . f c t ital 
invested in these mines. 
B u t it is one c f the 
fundam ental ideas of civilized society, and 
particularly such as are buBad upon the com ­ 
mon law, that 
NO CSE SHALL USE 313 PROPERTY SO AS TO 
INJURE THE PROPERTY OF ANOTHER. 
From this salutary rule none are excepted. 
N o t even the public-; and the defendant must 
subm it to it. 
W ithout it the weak would be 
at the mercy of the strong, and m ight would 
m ake right. 
It is adm itted by the pleadings 
and upon the argum ent of this case that the 
defendants by means of hydraulic m ining, 
carried on upon the headwaters of the Y uba 
river, m aterially aid in producing the follow­ 
ing resu lts: 
F irst—The water of that stream and the 
water of th e ‘Heather and Sacram ento rivers 
have become foul, so as to be unfit for ordi­ 
nary domestic purposes. 
Second— The bods of those rivers are con­ 
tinu ally being filled up with the_ debris of 
such mines, so as to m aterially impair the 
navigation thereof, and causing them to over­ 
flow their banks and discharging their tail­ 
ings* upon the adjaceot agricultural lands, to 
their injury, by washing away the soil^and 
the improvements thereon; the deposition 
on the surface of them such dehris so as to 
render them wholly unfit for cultivation. 
Third—The properly in the town of M a­ 
rysville at the junction of the Y uba and 
Feather rivers is very much in danger of be­ 
ing overflowed and-seriously damaged by the 
floods, to prevent which the owners thereof 
are and have been compelled to construct and 
m oiutaiu, at a large and continued ejpense, 
levees around the greater portions of that 
town. 
Four»h—'The filling of those rivers from the 
discharge of debris in them there is m aterially 
and constantly increasing from year to year, 
and in C3se of unusually high water it m *y and 
probably w ill be su b j.ct to a sudden increase, 
so that there will be an injury resulting there­ 
from to the navigation of those rivers and the 
property adi icent thereto. 
And the Buddtn 
•filling of the rivers w ill necessitate a Light­ 
ening of the levees and at additional co st; and 
the cause thereof is the hydraulic m ining by 
these parties carried on. 
Undoubtedly this 
is the case. 
Conceding that the injury com­ 
m itted 
IS A PUBLIC NUISANCE, 
A n d the plaintiff, being especially injured 
thereby, both in his farm and his private 
property, undoubtedly has the right tc m ain­ 
tain this suit for relief, and in consideration of 
the qu stions which ari e in this case he 
ought to be regarded, not as an isolated indi­ 
vidual suffering a 
great 
wrong, but 
as 
a 
representative 
of 
his 
co-sufferers 
in 
that com m unity 
from 
the 
same 
wrong 
of which he c<> nplains. 
O a th s part of the 
defendants, in jos'.ifioation of this wrongful 
act, there are raised three points : 
F irst—Tdat the U n ited States and the 
State have im pliantly authorized the defend­ 
ants and all other hydraulic miners to send 
their debris down tfceee rivers regardless of 
the injuries consequent to their navigability 
and to the adjacent proparty. 
Second—That the defendants have done 
the things complained of for so long a tim e, 
and under such circumstances, as to acquire 
a prescriptive right to c m tinue the same. 
Third—That the suit is barred by the 
statute of lim itation of the State—Sections 
¿If* and 043 of the Code of Civil Procedure. 
la t h e exercise of i s power to carry on 
commerce and establish post roads, etc., the 
U oited States may im piir the navigability of 
a water course within a State, but it has no 
power, either as a land-owner or sovereign, 
to permit the obstructing of the navigability 
of such waterways for the mere purpose of 
facilitating an improvement upon the public 
land, either for itself or its grantors. 
The 
U nited States have not attem pted nor in­ 
tended to confer upon the dffendants any 
right or privilege to foul or to fill with debris 
the waters of the navigable streams, nor in 
any way to injure the property of individual 
cit'zsns or to impair the use or enjoym ent 
therec . 
The A ct of 
Congress, 
Ju ly 2<>, 
IStiij, and the A ct of July I», 1870, and the 
A ct i f M ay 10, 1S72, amendatory thereof, 
only purport to allow ill> explorations and 
occupation of the public m inirg lands, and 
to provide for thtir being .old under certain 
circumstance?, subjected to the power of the 
S ate to make rules concerning the easem ents 
and drainage, to their com plete developm ent. 
B at, further than that, it was a subject upon 
which 


congBBSS n in not possess t h e pow er or 
AUTHORITY TO LEGISLATE, 
And it did not prevent the State from exer­ 
cising whatever police power it m ight have 
the right to exercise upon the subjsct. 
The 
State has not authorized the defendants to 
use waterways and adjacent lands for the pur­ 
pose of depositing therein or thereon their 
mining debris, otherwise than under Section 
123é, of the Civil Code, which provides for 
dam ping grounds, etc., for mines, and that 
they can be obtained by the exercise of th3 
right of em inent domain as being for the pub­ 
lic use. 
The Siprem e Court of this State 
has, how e. er. decided that under that section 
a single person cannot condemn private prop­ 
erty ac a dumping or flowing place for run­ 
ning debris, and it is difficult to sea on what 
ground the taking of property by a number 
of perseas for such a purpose can be held to 
bo the taking of private property for a pub­ 
lic use. 
But be that as it may. this section 
does not authorize the use of the plaintiff’s 
land as a dumping ground or fljwing place 
rom the defendants’ mine, until

And property in their vicinity. 
There is no 
direct evidence of acquiescence in this case. 
There ia no reason for saying the plaintiff or 
his co-auff .rcrs have by the deposit of mining 
debris in these waters ever 
acquiesced in 
these things which w id finally result so inju­ 
riously to him and to them . 
R a'iisr it may 
be said they have borne the burden, not so 
heavy and dangerous at first, but it gradually 
grow more so until it has become uneupporB 
able, and which, owing to the state of things 
heretofore existing in the State of Califor­ 
nia, they coaM not w ell avoid if they would.

derful

BEGAN TO MAKE THEMSELVES HEARD. 
Since these persons first suffered from this 
wrong they objected to and protested against 
its continuous work. 
They have in the per­ 
son of this plaintiff appealed to this Court for 
the relief to which they are entitled. There is 
no statute of lim itations applicableto thlssub. 
Section 319 of Civil P.ocedure of California 
is cited by the defendants, but that ii a ease 
involving the right of actual possession, orto 
title of real property, but co t to the mere 
easement of the land of another. 
On the 
argument counsel for the defendants insisted 
that dame could be built in the Y uba above 
the valley—as for instance at a place called 
the Narrows, above M arysville—that would 
prevent the fl ¡w of debris from the m ines

river ; and unon the testim ony introduced in 
this case on that subject, it was asked that if 
the Court do find ttiat the defendants have 
com mitted a nuisance to the injury of the 
plaintiffs, that instead of enj ining them di­ 
rectly it should require them to construct, or 
cause to be constructed, a dam sufficient to 
impound their debris in the bed of the 
streams before it could reach the valley, and 
in the mean tim e that they should be allowed 
to conduct their m ine as at present.

which I am not fully advised, hut from the 
evidence in the case and m y observation in 
the premises, I am strongly impressed that 
euffici ut of the debris would still pass over 
the dam in. suspension in the water to m ain­ 
tain and u n tin u s the increasing an 1 present 
filling u p * the river. 
Besides, it is r. very 
serious question in m y mind whether any 
person or com m unity can or ought to be sub­ 
jected to the continuous peril of life under or 
below such a dam as this m ust necessarily 
be, and if it is ma le high enough to impound 
the course of the m ateriil, they m ay be 
placed directly in the pathway of an im pend­ 
ing avalanche. 
I think the plaintiff is entitled to the relief 
asked. 
NOTICE OK APPEAL. 
A t tho close of the reading of Judge H eady s 
concurring decision, notice was given by 
attorneys from th; defendants that the case 
would be appealed to tbe Supreme Court of 
the U nited States. 
A B‘.ay of execution was 
asked for that purpose, and granted.

States Judicial D istrict out of the counties of 
San Diego. Los Angeles, San Bernardino, 
V eniurs, San Luis Obispo, Santa Barbara 
and Kern, to be called the U n ited States J u ­ 
dicial D istrict of Southern California. 
The 
bill changes the name of H offm an’s district 
to Northern California, aud enacts that Court 
terms shall beeia iu the new and old districts 
on the first M onday in April, the second ia 
August, and the first in December.

is provided for the new district at §1,000 a 
year, and a M arshal and D istrict A ttorney is 
provided for. 
H enley intro inced a new bill 
amending the Chinese restriction law, being 
the measure prepared by the Pacific coast 
H ouse and Senate delegations.

OVERPRODUCTION. 


A Review of tb e R ecent A rticle of E en ry 
George. 
In the North American Review for De­ 
cember appears a characteristic article of our 
old friend H enry George, under the above 
caption. 
If I understand the scope of the 
reasons set forth in the article for the de­ 
pression in certain branches of industry, 
and the consequent lack of employm ent for 
th e producers, it is the w ant of an equal 
distribution of production, and not th a t of 
41 overproduction.” 
H e says : “ W e hear 
so much, and from so many quarters, of 
this overproduction, th at it is no wonder 
th at there are many who hold more or less 
definitely th a t the great improvements in 
m achinery 
and industrial processes have 
brought 4 duil tim es 
th a t the difficulty so 
many tind in m aking a living is due to the 
increased oapacity given to labor by dis­ 
covery and invention, which have so re­ 
duced work th at there is not enough to go 
around.”

44 W hat the laborer 
w ants is the things th at labor produces, 
*

anil the m anufacturers see no 
b etter rem edy for dullness of trade than 
curtading production.”

Mr. George also says: ' ‘If there really 
be such a thing as overproduction, if we are 
really suffering from a plethora of wealth, 
then the remedy lies in the destruction of 
w ealth.” 
This is a reductio ad absurilum. 
He also instances that 44 during the period 
of the civil war, when the greatest de­ 
struction of property this country ever 
saw was going on, was a tim e of great 
business prosperity and industrial activ­ 
ity .” 
H e also denies th at this apparent 
prosperity 'was the 44 result of borrowing 
of the future,” and further ad d s: 44 To 
borrow of the future is a physical impos­ 
sibility.” 
To all these positions of Mr. George, the 
statem ent of the premises of a reply is a 
reply itself. 
Overproduction means more 
than is wanted. 
W hen a farmer raises 
more wheat than his own wants require, 
he seeks a m arket for it. 
If there be one 
found equaling the cost of production, then 
there is no overproduction. 
B ut if by a 
combination of circumstances all m arkets 
are supplied before our farmer has mar­ 
keted his wheat, then there is an overpro­ 
duction of wheat to the extent of his 
surplus. 
Using a simile of Mr. George, 
there is more than is wanted to 44 go round.” 
W hile the remedy does not rest in limiting 
the amount of labor to th at which will 
produce the exact am ount of wheat neces­ 
sary to supply the demand by statutory 
enactm ent, yet the fact remains th at pro­ 
ducing more than the demand requires of 
any commodity is overproduction, and 
cannot be 
anything else. 
Mr. George 
holds, as has already been quoted, 44 th at 
there can be no such thing as overproduc­ 
tion, and th at if there were, then there 
m ust be a plethora of wealth, and the 
rem edy lies in destroying it.” 
W e need 
not inaugurate civil war to destroy, nor 
enact a statutory code to equalize, over­ 
production, because there is a universal 
law of supply and demand, as unalterable 
as the laws of the Medes and Persians, th at 
does destroy the value of surplus products 
as effectually as if they were cast into the 
sea. 
If the farmer produces, by the appli­ 
cation of modern inventions, 150 centals of 
w heat, and there is a demand for only 100 
centals, the universal law of supply and 
demand, will give him no more for the 
whole than he would obtain for the 100 
centals. 
Hence the products of industry 
are destroyed to restore the equilibrium 
between production 
and 
consumption. 
Consumption itself is destruction of wealth, 
hence there cannot be anything very ab­ 
surd in the destruction of wealth, if there 
is no more destroyed than is produced. 
W hen such an event occurs, as in war, 
famine, or other great calamity, then it is 
th at 44 borrowing of 
the future,” which 
Mr. George characterizes as 44 a physical 
impossibility,” occure. 
Borrowing of the 
future is nothing more nor less than doing 
business on credit. 
But, says Mr. George, 44 by no process of 
financial jugglery can anyone eat to-day 
the egg th at íb to be laid to-morrow .” 
As 
a s ta toment of a physical fact, this is true. 
But if anyone asserts th at the value of the 
egg to be laid to-morrow cannot bo eaten 
to-day by the system of credit which com­ 
mercial law sanctions, it is very absurd as 
well as a silly assertion. 
The Federal 
Governm ent during the civil war was en­ 
abled to discount the future industries of 
th e people to provide the ships th at were 
sunk, and other property, the destruction 
of which the exigencies of war made neces­ 
sary. 
W hat better evidence of the fact of 
borrowing off the future than the present 
national debt, and the thousand millions 
paid off since the close of the war ? 
This 
latter sum has all been earned since the 
w ar ended, and the former sum remains to 
be earned. 
A gaia, production of any Bpecics is not 
w ealth, beyond what there is a demand for. 
Gold and silver, the measures of values, are 
no exceptions to the law of supply and de­ 
m and. 
W hen there is more of these com­ 
modities than is required for the transac­ 
tion of th e business of the world, their 
purchasing power decreases. 
W hen there 
is less than commerce requires, then their 
purchasing powers increase. 
Overproduc­ 
tion decreases the value of products ; under­ 
production increases such value. 
44 Relative overproduction,4’ Mr. George 
admits. 
If there be any kind of productive 
industry th at is not related, directly or in­ 
directly, to eome other productive indus­ 
try, 1 have failed to discover it ; yet, be­ 
cause the various industrial pursuits are 
m utually dependent upon each other, it 
does not follow th at too 
m a n y of the 
various industrial commodities may not be 
produced. 
K ach is a soures of w ealth so 
long as there is a demand for it. 
W hen 
there is no demand, the product ceases to 
be valuable. 
W hen coal is made cheap by 
overproduction, those engaged in th at in­ 
dustry m ust turn their attention to some 
other pursuit or suffer for the w ant of 
something for w h ich the overproduct of 
their labor cannot be exchanged, for too 
much labor has then been directed to the 
production of coal. 
In other words, the 
purchasing power of the coal product has 
been reduced by overproduction. 
Every one engaged in any industrial pur­ 
suit, so far as human judgm ent can fore­ 
cast the future, produces with a view of 
meeting the actual needs of commerce. 
Overproduction, like overtrading, usually 
causes a depression in all branches of pro­ 
ductive industry. 
Overproduction in coal 
produces depression in connection with 
supplying those engaged in that industry. 
This depression is felt by the small trader, 
the m erchant who 
supplies 
the small 
trader, the m anufacturer who supplies the 
m erchant, the im portar and others who 
supply the m anufacturer. 
All are affected 
by the inexorable law of supply and de­ 
mand. 
All that is produced from any in­ 
dustry in excess of the world's wants is 
the same as if it had never been produced. 
The want of food is w hat makes it val- 
nabie. 
So of everything th at is produced. 
And here it may be said th at the depres­ 
sion in business, the involuntary idleness 
of men who would gladly be at work, is a 
direct result of producing more than is 
w anted. 
The excess is not wealth. 
The 
labor of a country is one of its principal 
sources of wealth, yet an excess of it is 
not wealth. 
An excess of labor is the pri­ 
m ary cause of overproduction. 
Again, 
Mr. George asserts, in regard 


to overproduction : 
44 This disproportion 
of some things, which is overproduction 
in relation to other things, is the only kind 
of overproduction th a t can take place, and 
the overproduction o f 
which we hear so 


m u c h is evidently of this character.” And 
again he says : 
44 W hat is relative over­ 
p r o d u c t i o n when viewed from one side íb 
relative 
underproduction when viewed 
from the other. 
And w hat we call over­ 
production as to any particular commodity 
or commodities may proceed from increased 
production of things of one kind or from 
decreased production of things of other 
kinds.” 
Now, it is of almost daily occurrence 
th at merchants find some article in their 
stocks th at becomes 44 dead stock,” because 
the m arket is overstocked w ith the partic­ 
ular kind of goods, and their value depre­ 
ciates in proportion to the am ount of sur­ 
plus. 
This does not arise from a short 
stock of some other species of m erchan­ 
dise, because these phenomena occur where 
there is plenty of other kinds of goods and 
wares. 
_ 
Mr. George again asserts : 44 I t is not 
true, as the New \"ork H erald says, in 
cutting down the m argin of the news-deal­ 
ers, that the country is producing too 
much. 
* 
* 
* 
W hat is true is th at the 
country is producing too little. 
* 
* 
* 
Taxes upon the exchange of commodities 
are as much taxes upon production of com­ 
modities as taxes levied upon production. 
W e maintxin an immense tariff upon im­ 
ports for the express purpose of hampering 
and restricting the exchange of commodi­ 
ties.” 
If the reasons given in the extract were 
true in whole, 
as 
th ey are in 
part, 
there would be more force to the posi­ 
tion taken, but such is not the case. 
The Governm ent imposes a tax upon an 
exchange of commodities in preference to 
imposing a direct tax upon property for its 
own support. 
Mr. George would have this 
tax imposed upon the land, in order to en­ 
courage production, if the drift of his argu­ 
m ent is understood. 
Now, if the land be 
the bases of all production, I cannot see 
how it would encourage the owners of land 
to greater production by imposing a tax 
of §150,000,000 per year upon it, than if 
the §150,000,000 be distributed upon the 
various Bpecies of property owned and pro­ 
duced by all the industrial pursuits. 
The chief evil of the tariff lies in placing 
a restriction upon the interchange of com­ 
modities produced abroad, by cheap labor, 
but allows our own producer to im port hie 
cheap labor duty free. 
If the same tariff 
were imposed upon the cheap labor of 
other countries, as is imposed upon the 
cheap labor products of other countries, 
then there would be no injustice done to 
any productive industry at home. 
I do not gather from the argument 
of Mr. George th at he considers the taxing 
power a monopoly, although he sayB its 
Bystem of taxation 44 creates monopolies.” 
The only absolute monopolies in this coun­ 
try are the Government itself, and the in­ 
dividual right of control over one’s own 
property. 
The Government claims the ex­ 
clusive right of protecting each person in 
the msnopoly of w hat belongs to him, 
and it exercises a monopoly exclusively its 
own in taxing the property sufficient to 
pay for its protection, as well as th a t of 
its ownere, 
Mr. George further asserts : 
N or have we even internal free trade ; 
although, thanks to the Constitution, the 
po'itieal power is prohibited from inter­ 
fering w ith it. 
B ut we have suffered the 
corporations to whom we have left the con­ 
trol of the great highways over which our 
internal commerce m ust pass, to assume 
the taxing power. 
They are not only suf­ 
fered to practically charge thei- own prices 
for transportation, but they are perm itted 
to impose what are virtually differential 
duties.” 
The Constitution established free trade 
amoog the States, yet Mr. George says in 
effect, because corporate property has been 
left for its owners to manage the same as 
individual property, th a t free trade be­ 
tween the States is nullified ; that because 
the ad valorem system has been adopted 
in adjusting freight rates by transportation 
agencies, the Constitution has been set at 
naught. 
W ill Mr. George in another pa­ 
per explain to the producer of cheap com­ 
modities how he would m arket them if the 
average rate on all commodities 
were 
charged for their carriage ? 
W ill he also 
explain w hat class of people would be ben- 
fited if wheat, wood, coal and iron were 
classified w ith silks, dry goods and other 
luxuries, and paid the same rate 44 regard­ 
less of bulk, w eight” or value ? 
A judicious classification of freight and 
a system of 
differential 
rates are the 
greatest stim ulants to free interchange of 
production in its various forms. 
I do not 
indorse his statem ent th a t the taxation of 
property m ust tend to reduce the produc­ 
tion of property. 
Taxes are m ostly dis­ 
tributed w,ithin the State where collected. 
W hen the routine of collecting and dis­ 
tributing are gone throngh w ith there is 
the same amount of property there was be­ 
fore the proceedings were had. 
If not, 
why does property increase from year to 
year . 
The plan Mr. George suggests is a 
Bpecies of communistic divide onee a year, 
which bids fair to become m onthly under 
unprincipled party leadership. 
But as a panacea for all the evilB of over­ 
production of all kinds, of incapacity in 
governmental affairs, of the overcrowding 
of tenem ent houses in great cities, Mr. 
George recommends m aking the land free 
by taxing it so th at no one can afford to 
own it. 
I presume this means Government 
ownership of all the land. 
Suppc i the 
absolute corporation called 44 G overnm ent” 
owned all the land, thus m aking it free, 
who would pay the taxes on it ? Certainly, 
if the land were free to the use of the la­ 
borer he would pay no tax upon w hat he 
did not own. 
And no Governm ent has yet 
devised a method of taxing its own land. 
It is like lifting one’s self out of a well by 
the straps of one’s own boots. 
W hen such 
a feat can be pet formed, the time will have 
arrived for the Government to assume the 
function of working the telegraphs and the 
railroads, not before. 
The very freedom 
which now prevails amoog the States in 
trade and commerce, and which Mr. George 
says should prevail with foreign nations, 
would become as perfect a monopoly in the 
hands of 
Government as the function 
of 
m aking the laws and administering 
them 
now are. 
If 
the 
Government 
in making and administering the laws is 
obnoxious to the criticism of Mr. George, 
why does he desire to place any greater 
and more difficult task upon it? 
Trans­ 
porting the products of industry is as 
much an industry as is the production of 
grain or coal, and the price of the articles 
transported is as easily established by 
statute as the price of transporting them. 
Both are contingent upon the law of supply 
and demand. 
Lastly, Mr. George says : 44 Taxation on 
production, exchanges or accumulation of 
wealth checks production ; but taxation 
which falls upon land values reduces the 
barrier. 
Therefore, to give production 
forces freedom all we have to do is to con­ 
centrate our taxation upon land values, 
and in thus m aking land free to the 
laborer 
* 
* 
* 
we should so simplify 
our governmental m achinery, so remove 
corrupting influences from 
our politics, 
th at we might, w ithout fear of jumping 
from the 4 frying-pan into the fire, include 
in the province of public adm inistration 
such properly public functions as the w ork­ 
ing of the telegraphs and railroads.'’ 
Mr, George seems desirous of sim plify­ 
ing the machinery of government, and to 
accomplish this he assumes, first, th at the 
concentration of all taxes on land values 
will remove a barrier to production. 
To 
change the phraseology, but not the sense, 
we may say, then, th a t the thing th at pro­ 
duces shall be taxed, but the product shall 


not be. 
A farm er raises sheep, cattle and 
horses. 
They are propagated by like pro­ 
ducing like. 
According to his theory, the 
colt should not be taxed, but the dam 
should be ; or the hen th at layB the egg 
should be taxed, but not the egg. 
\ \ ould 
it be easier to collect §300,000,000 annuslly 
from the owners of land than the §300,­ 
000,000 as now collected by the Federal 
Governm ent throngh its Custom-houses 
and internal revenue offices ? 
Again, 
as 
stated, it 
takeB 
about 
§300,000,000 
to 
meet 
the annual lia­ 
bilities of the General Government. 
It 
takes about one hundred thousand men 
and women in all its departm ents to 
keep its wheels in motion. 
This, accord­ 
ing to Mr. George, is a very complicated 
affair, and we adm it it does appear to be a 
large num ber to be connected w ith the 
Federal Government, but we cannot see 
how, by changing the m ethod of raising 
$300,000,000 revenue, it is going to do 
away w ith this army of employes. 
But 
when, under the "George theory,' we add 
to this num ber of Government employes 
44 200,000 more ” who are directly and in­ 
directly connected w ith the telegraph and 
railroads, and whose annual transactions 
in the aggregate am ount to double the 
revenue the Government now 
collects, 
thus increasing the responsibility of the 
Governm ent instead of decreasing it, we 
appreciate the virion of Mr. George as pre­ 
sented in the 44 frying-pan-to-fire ” scene. 
If there is mismanagement in the public 
service now, w hat would it be w ith a 
trebled patronage, and quadrupled incen­ 
tive to corruption ? 
The tasks of officials 
and others engaged in the public service 
are not in excess of one-half w hat they are 
in either the railroad or telegraph service. 
W ould the tasks of railroad and telegraph 
officials and their employes be made an 
exception if the Government worked them ? 
W ould not the incentive to lighten the 
tasks and increase the num ber of 44 voting 
em ployes” be as great w ith the increased 
patronage as it now is ? 
The Governm ent 
might possibly survive such a calamity. 
If it did, like the burden piled upon the 
back of the mule, 44 it would be only evi­ 
dence of its strength.”

A 
NEW 
HEAT 
MOTOR. 


Mr. Bourne, C. E ., the principal of the 
new Engineering College at Muswell Hill, 
England, and author of various practical 
works on th e steam engine, has, we are 
informed, been engaged during the past 
year in perfecting a new species of heat 
engine, which, it is expected, will super­ 
sede the steam engine for nearly all the 
purposes for which th at is at present em ­ 
ployed. 
It has long been known th at the 
steam engine is a most wasteful machine, 
not more than one-tenth of the theoretical 
efficiency of the heat expended being ob­ 
tained in even the best engines, the other 
nine-tenths being wasted. 
I t has also long 
been known th at power can not be gener­ 
ated by heat unless there be two unequal 
tem peratures : and th at it is in the act of 
falling from the high tem perature to the 
low th at the heat is transformed into pow­ 
er. 
The farther removed these two tem ­ 
peratures are from one another the larger 
will be the proportion of the total heat 
transform ed into power ; and it is because 
in the steam engine these two tem pera­ 
tures are not far apart th at the heat is 
wasted to so serious an extent. 
The max­ 
imum tem perature in a steam engine is the 
tem perature of the ateam, which may be 
250" or th ereab o u t; and the minimum 
tem perature, which is th at of the conden­ 
ser, may be 100° ; so th at the total fall 
from the highest tem perature to the low­ 
est may be about 150°. 
The power gener­ 
ated by this inconsiderable fall will not be 
great, any more than the power will be 
great which is got from a low fall of water 
by any hydraulic machine. 
B ut the con­ 
ditions under which steam can be worked 
in an engine imply lim ited extremes of 
tem perature, and therefore a large expend­ 
iture of fuel to generate a given amount 
of power. 
To enable higher tem peratures 
to be employed in engineB for the genera­ 
tion of power, air has been proposed as a 
substitute for steam, and air engines have 
been contrived by Stirling, Ericsson, Joule 
and others. 
B ut the difficulty of heating 
the air by any species of air boiler, and of 
preserving the piston in a working condi­ 
tion at high tem peratures has so seriously 
impaired the advantages of these contriv­ 
ances th a t 
they have never come into 
extended use. 
U nder Mr. Bourne’s ar­ 
rangement these objections are avoided. 
There is no air boiler, but the fuel is in ­ 
jected into a small chamber so th at the 
heat is generated internally instead of be­ 
ing transm itted through heating surfaces. 
The maximum tem perature employed is 
the tem perature of trime. 
But the engine 
is so contrived th at the piston is not sub­ 
jected to any higher tem perature than is 
usual in steam engines. 
It is stated th at 
an eDgine constructed upon this principle 
may be made so compact and so light as to 
be applicable to many purposes for which 
steam engines cannot be used, such as dy­ 
ing, tram w ay locomotion and the propul­ 
sion of tricycles, while the economy of 
fuel will be such, by reason of the high 
tem perature employed, th at a very inex­ 
pensive performance 
will be obtained.

HANGING, 


A physician writes to the London Times : 
Even the hangman may claim the right not 
to be censured hastily and ignorantly. 
In 
your report of the inquest held on the re­ 
cently-executed criminal at Liverpool, Dr. 
Jam es Barr is said to have complained th at 
the work was badly done because 44 the 
noose was placed in the wrong position, in 
the nape of the neck, instead of under the 
ear 
the consequence of which was th at 
the man died from strangulation, and not 
his neck broken. 
Now it so happens that 
Dr. Barker, of Melbourne, who has been 
striving for twenty-seven years to make 
hanging as merciful as possible, advocates 
the knot of the noose being placed on the 
spine as the moat effectual means of frac­ 
turing the vertebra?. 
He made fifty post­ 
mortem examinations of criminals hanged 
in the ordinary way, and did not find dis­ 
location or fracture of the vertebr* in a 
single case. 
But by his method of placing 
the knot about two inches from the spine 
he found th at 44 there was a dislocation be­ 
tween the second and third cervical verte­ 
bra-, w ith fracture of the third, and press­ 
ure on the spinal cord.” 
A fter all, the 
best mode of hanging m ust be a clumsy 
and uncertain method of breaking the vic­ 
tim ’s neck ; and if that be the object of a 
public execution, it m ight be achieved 
far more certainly and effectually by other 
means. 
The use of the long drop as a 
means of doing it has led w ithin the last 
dozen years to some horribly painful re­ 
sults. 
Oa one occasion the victim ’s bead 
was nearly or entirely torn off; on another 
occasion the rope broke, and t he man was 
hoisted up a second time, and aboat a year 
ago a loop of the loag rope caught the 
man s elbow, so th at it was necessary to 
hoist him up in order to release it. 
W hy, 
then, these 
hangmen’s experiments 
to 
make death by hanging something else 
w hat death by hanging ought to be— 
namely, death by strangulation ? 
For it 
is well-known th at such a mode of death 
is not painful, th at the unconsciousness oc­ 
curs very soon, and th at the bodily con­ 
vulsions and the continuation of the heart s 
beats do not mean the continuanoc of sen­ 
sibility.

NATURE’S 
WORKS. 


Scientific O bservations In N e v a d a — Vol­ 
canic M ountain—E xtinct Gey sere. 


An interesting article is published by M. 
I, Anson in the Mining and Scientific Press, 
in which he says concerning investigations 
made in N evada : 
Between W alker lake and Candelaria 
the Carson and Colorado Railway traverses 
desert valleys and playas, or sun-hiked 
m ud flats, which occupy the lowest de­ 
pressions between the bordering m ountain 
ranges. 
T hat these are the beds of ex- 
iccated lakes is apparent in the extensive 
deposits of common salt, borax and ether 
residual salts, now profitably worked near 
Soda Springs and in adjacent valleys. The 
country is one of extrem e sterility and 
desolation ; even the yucca, mezquite, catti 
and other arid growths of desert lands tut- 
ther south are absent, and sage is almost 
the Bole representative cf vegetable life. 
The rugged m ountains rise on either hand 
of strangely tOBsed and tum ultuous aspect, 
like monstrous billows petrified in the act 
of motion ; the grand cleavages of gorges 
and arroyos, the varied hues and tLxares 
of the strata, and every minor cleft and 
wrinkle being wonderfully burned and dis­ 
tinct in the dry air and glare of th e 
s q d , 
utterly unveiled by visibly soil or vegeta­ 
tion. 
Providentially, these forbidding wastes 
are replete w ith minerals useful to man, or 
the 44 iron horse ” of civilization would net 
now awaken the echoes th at through unre­ 
corded time have known only the sounds of 
nature and the coyote’s cry. 
Nearly m id­ 
way between the points mentioned, in the 
range on the north side of Soda Spring val 
ley, and a few miles from the new tiw n of 
Luning, stands the rugged mass known as 
Volcano M ountain, which is n et of plutonio 
origin, however, but is a vast uplift of 
limestone silicious schists of palezoic age, 
tilted to an angle of about CO degrees on 
its southw estern face. 
Toe m ountain is 
thickly seamed w ith m etalliferous veins, 
severally carrying iron, lead, copper, an ti­ 
mony and silver, although as yet no ex­ 
tensive or profitable mine is opened therein. 
This notable upheaval is especially in ter­ 
esting in its evidence of extinct therm al 
action, there being a line of ancient geyser 
vents on its southw estern face, at an alti­ 
tude of 1,500 feet above the valley. These 
vents are almost wholly closed by deposits 
from the receding eolation ; but one re­ 
mains intact, of eliptical form, three feet 
by five feet in diam eter, w ith m onth and 
spout-like lip beautifully encrusted w ith 
crystals of Bpar. 
I explored the inner recesses of this dead 
fumarole or geyser at considerable riek, and 
w ith no small discomfort, finding the cav­ 
ity a few feet beyond the m outh expand to 
cavernons proportions, 
thence dropping 
sheer in an almost vertical spiral, like the 
whorled chambers of some colossal shell to 
deeps unknowB. 
A pungent, impalpable 
dust, the residuum of ages, had sett ed on 
every possible lodgment and assailed eyes 
and nostrils at every movement, almost 
quite obscuring the candle’s dim glimmer. 
The exploration was effected by the aid of 
a rope secured to a stick across the en­ 
trance—the (descent being at times down 
a steep spiral channel eight or ten feet 
across—constricting now to a narrow throat, 
and again expanding into abysses of un­ 
known depth, whose sheer, underalopin ; 
walls left the investigator no alternative 
but to retreat or swing down the rope by 
hand-grip into gloom and uncertainty. The 
actnal depth penetrated was about 100 
fe e t; but the floor which barred further 
descent was evidently a falie bottom, 
formed by the lodgment of fallen massee 
in a constriction of the channel. 
F uture mining operations will doubtless 
develop extensive caverns in the heart of 
this m ountain, and, very probably, valu­ 
able metallic deposits. 
F urther evidence 
of extensive solfataric action appears in a 
huge ferruginous dyke which traverses the 
western 
ffanks 
of 
Volcano mountain, 
thence sweeping in a wide circle around 
the slopes of a vast am phitheater, or basin 
of erosion, lying westward. 
A t one point 
along this dyke is found a deposit of nearly 
pure Bulphur in solid nodules and concre­ 
tions, from a few pounds each to several 
hundred weight, which may prove of much 
importance on further exploration. 
Tbe 
dyke is inclosed in calcareous strata which 
dip qnaquaversully from the center of de­ 
pression ; and here the disturbing cause 
appears in the apex of a granitic peak 
which the deep erosion has uncovered.

Standing in the u tter solitude of these

and watchiDg the w orm -like train th at 
creeps w ith 
barely 
perceptible motion 
through dreary leagues below, man real­ 
izes his physical insignificance in the vast­ 
ness of nature. 
Here, su n ly , m ight all 
human vainglory feel its fu tility , where an 
army of men—where tbe population of a 
great city—nay, the great 
city itself, 
might be 
44 Sown in a wrinkle of the monstrous hill,44 
and hide from the world its whereabouts ! 
On the eastern Hanks of Volcano Moun­ 
tain, a distance of 3,000 to 4,000 feet hori­ 
zontally through its base, from the granitic 
intrusion spoken of, and, approximately, 
G,000 feet above the sea-level, I found a 
well-marked fossiliferous belt of Silurian 
age, which I traced and examined super­ 
ficially, about one mile in lineal extent, 
and from one to three hundred feet wide. 
This formation trends north and south 
over some minor ridgee and arroyos ; the 
portions most prolific in organic remains 
being an indurated sandstone and coarse 
arenaceous shale, in parts thickly inter­ 
mixed w ith comminuted sheila— doubtless 
the exuviie of an ancient seashore. 
These 
strata are flanked w ith finely laminated 
shales, silicious limestones, quartzites, and 
other rocks exhibiting more or less m eta­ 
morphism, in which the fossils grow fewer 
and ultim ately fade out. 
The remains were chiefly silicious casts 
of Silurian mollnsco which but rarely re­ 
tained the calcareous structure of tbe orig­ 
inals. 
The most abundant forms are of 
bivalves allied to the ransael and d im ; a 
few orthis lynx and orthis testudinaria. The 
gasterpods are represented by I’leurotoma- 
rla, and the cephalopoda by O rthoceratites 
and close-coiled Lituites. 
Ui coral form I 
discovered only a few Cyathophylloids, 
probably Zaphrentis Canadense. 
A t different points along the fossil belt 
certain types were predom inant to the ex­ 
clusion almost of all others. 
Thus, for a 
considerable distance, the bivalves pre­ 
vail ; in other portions gasteropoda occu­ 
py the ground, and at the higher and 
northern end of the formation, where it 
disppears on the crest of the hill in highly 
metamorphosed 
strata, 
the 
Lituites 
swarmed prolifically, and grew to a diam ­ 
eter of twelve or fifteen inches. 
No trace 
was found of rad iati or cru stices—not 
even of trilobites ; and until a more thor­ 
ough and competent examination of its fos­ 
sil evidences is made, this formation may 
be assigned to a very eat ly geological age 
—not later, probably, then the Trenton 
epoch of the lower Silurian. 
In conse­ 
quence of the fissured and indurated char­ 
acter of the inclosing rock, no complete 
fossil specimens were gathered, w ith the 
exception of one small ostrea ; doubtless, 
however, tolerably perfect forme may be 
secured by removing the w eathered sur­ 
face rock.

S U P 8R S riT IO N ABOUT PRECIOUS STONES. 


If any strne deserves worship for its 
beauty it is the opal ; and so righ' ly valued 
a t its proper w orth was the opal in olden 
days th at after ages admired the Roman 
Senator who, when M ark A nthony coveted 
his opal ring, went into voluntary exile, 
preferring to part w ith his country rather 
than his gem. 
Y et in these days there are 
num bers of people who will refuse the gift 
of an opal or sell any they may possess, on 
account of it) bad reputation as a bringer 
of bad luck and dispeller of affection, 
\ et 
it was the reverse of an inauspicious stone 
in former days. 
According to Onamakri- 
tas it was one of the stones th at would in­ 
sure the efficacy of prayer. 
According to 
Berquem the opal made its wearer lovable 
and conciliated love ; it rejoiced the heart, 
preserved from poison and infection, dissi­ 
pated melancholy and strengthened the 
sight. 
W hat, then, could be more desira­ 
ble either as a gift or a possession'! W hence, 
then, arose the bad reputation of the o p al'! 
Barbot, 
in his “ Treatise on 
Precious 
S tones,” says th at it is evidently due to its 
connection w ith the legend of R obert the 
Devil, w ithout explaining further, while 
sometimes it is traced to the story of the 
opal in Sir W alter Scott’s “ Anne of Geier- 
stein .” 
I t will be remembered th a t in the 
weird tale of Anne’s grandfather the Per­ 
sian lady whom he m arried possessed a 
m arvelous opal, which, on the day of the 
christening of their child, when some holy 
w ater came in contact w ith it, first shot 
out a brilliant spark, aod was the next in­ 
sta n t “ lightless and colorless as a common 
pebble.” 
The Persian heroine fainted and 
died, and was followed by her husband, 
Herm an of Arnheim, three years after­ 
w ard ; and their granddaughter, referring 
to the story, said th at she had heard of the 
opal growiug pale, it being the nature of 
th a t noble stone to do so on the approach 
of poison, 
and Herm ione having been 
thought to have bsen poisoned by the 
jealous Baroness Steiofeldt. 
B at it is evi­ 
d ent th at there is not enough in either of 
these tales to account for a total change of 
popular superstition, neither the legend of 
R obert the Devil nor of the Persian H erm i­ 
one have been sufficiently known to have 
had the slightest influence on common 
opinion. 
Till, therefore, some better ex­ 
planation can be thought of the wrong that 
is at present done to that fairest of all 
gem3, the opal, must be set dowu as one of 
those freaks of superstition which are abso­ 
lutely w ithout justification or reason. 
But 
th e superstition that yet lingers about the 
precionB stones represents, happily, a fast- 
dim inishing quantity. 
W ho would think 
now of attributing to each stone a special 
influence over each month, and wearing, 
therefore, the sapphire in April, the agate 
in May, and so forth ’ 
Y et onr ancestors 
did this, and even appropriated to twelve 
kinds of precious stones the twelve signs 
o f zjdiac and the twelve Apostles. 
Per­ 
haps there was some piou9 intent in making 
th e jasper the symbol of Saint Peter, the 
chrysolite of Saint M atthew , or the uncer­ 
tain beryl of the disbelieving Saint T hom as; 
b u t the modern spirit needs not these re­ 
minders, and their value at any time m ust 
have been very doubtful. 
But, smile as 
we may at the superstition th a t ruled in 
bygone times w ith regard t» precious 
stones, we have to adm it th at it was not 
altogether w ithout its brighter side. 
In 
th e dark ages, for instance, it could have 
b e en no mean happiness to possess gems 
which, like the sapphire, insured the ful- 
m nent of prayer, or, like the diamond and 
am ethyst, reduced war to a safe and pleas­ 
a n t pastime. 
W hat charm have we where­ 
w ith to face the perils and misfortunes of 
life comparable to faith in their taliBman 
which 
supported 
our ancestors ?—[The 
C ornhill Magazine. 


CURIOUS 
EPITAPHS. 


There stands inscribed on the gravestone 
of a hawker of fish at l’reston : “ Beneath 
th is stone are deposited the remains of 
Richard Turner, author of the word Tee­ 
total, as applied to abstinence from all in­ 
toxicating liquors, who d ep u te d this life 
on the flTth day of October, IS46, aged 56 
years. 1 
Fragrant to vegetarians (however 
suggestive to carnivorous, ornithophagous 
and other species of human kind, of the 
odor of frequent cabbage and onions) must 
be the memory of the sturdy and much- 
enduring m artyr regarding whom is to be 
read, in the churchward of I ’iey : “ L'nder- 
neath lies the remains of Roger R atter, 
aiias Rudder, eldest son of John R utter, of 
Uley, who was buried August 30, 1771, 
aged 
years, having never eaten flesh, 
fish or fowl during the course of his long 
life.” 
" Dump ” (as dumpling is called in 
R iger R u ltsr’s native Gloucestershire) is 
said to have constituted, in its varieties of 
“ plain d u m p ,” “ hard dum p,” w ith a 
ohange to “ apple dump" oa high days and 
holidays, the principal food of this man of 
nionotoneu9 diet. 
In the epitaph on Dan­ 
iel 
Lambert, the obese, it ia recorded : 
“ He measured 3 feet 1 ineh round the leg, 
0 feet 4 inches reu n l the body, and 
weig..cd 52 stones 11 pounds (14 pounds 
to the stone).” 
The explicitness of the 
information given in brackets reminds one 
of the pious widow who, in praying for 
a competency, was careful to specify that 
w hat she intended was “ five hundred 
pounds sterling per annum, in quarterly in­ 
st ailments, tobe paid in advance, and w ith­ 
out deduction for income tax .” 
A t Scul- 
coates, Hull, is au epitaph of the last cen­ 
tury on Mrs. Jane Delamoth, described as 
“ a poor sinner, bat not w ithout holiness,” 
in shot t hand. 
It is supposed to be unique 
01 its kind. 
In connection with an epitaph 
in W arwickshire, on a young woman. Mary 
Ashford, who was m urdered in 1S17, we 
are told that her brother, on the acquittal 
of the assassin, Abraham Thornton, sued 
out an appeal against him. 
Thornton, in 
preference to undergoing a fresh trial, 
claimed the privilege of wager of battle, 
and challenged the brother, who, however, 
being unwilling to tight, wa9 obliged form 
ally to “ cry craven.” 
Lord Eflenborough 
had, with rel ictance, previously acknow 
edged, to general a-na/.imcnt, th at Tnorn- 
ton was entitled to the o p to n which he 
demanded. 
It was not till two years later 
th at, by an A ct of Parliament, the ancient 
legal barbarity of which Thornton had 
availed himself was expunged from the 
English statute-book.

, TWO 
CHILDREN ROASTED. 


The explosion of a lamp, containing evi­ 
dently a low grade of oil, caused a fire last 
evening about 6:15 o’clock in the tw o story 
brick Chinese lodging-honse at the south­ 
east corner of Pacific street and B artlett 
alley. 
The fire waB in Room No. 4, in the 
upper Btory, which is occupied by the fam­ 
ily of Ah Sue, a Chinese ehip stew ard. 
Officer M. J . Sullivan and w atchm en Mc­ 
Laughlin and Langlyn were on hand, bnt 
the tire did not justify them in turning In 
an alarm. 
The people in the house fled, 
and when the officers entered the burning 
room they perceived tw o Chinese children 
w rithing in a bed, which was rapidly being 
consumed by the flames, burning fiercely 
on account of the oil th at bad been spat­ 
tered on the bedding. 
The children were 
tw in sisters, ten m onths old. 
They were 
removed in the burning rags th a t still ad­ 
hered to their shriveled forms to the R e­ 
ceiving Hospital, where a m ost horrible 
sight was presented when they were laid 
upon the operating table. 
A t a glance 
Police Surgeon Dennis saw th at the poor 
innocents were past all surgical aid and 
beyond all hope. 
All th at he could do was 
to ease their death. 
The children were 
burned in a shocking manner, half their 
bodies, from the toes to the hips, being 
actually cooked. 
One of the tw m s died 
within a very few m inutes after being 
brought into the hospital, the injuries to 
its head being more Bevere than in the 
other. 
Tne live one w rithed and gasped 
in fearful agony, and as she moved her 
tu rn ed arm to brush off the mask from the 
face, which like the body was sw athed in 
lint, immersed in lim ewater and linseed 
oil, tears were draw n from the eyes of 
those present, who urged Dr. Dennis in his 
hum anity to end the infant’s sufferings. 
The injuries to the child were fatal, its 
legs, like those of its mate, being burned 
to a crisp, and the skin from the whole 
body having come off in large scales. 
The 
young m otner, who had 
followed the 
officers w ith their burdens to the hospital, 
wept and moaned over the shockingly 
m utilated trunks of her babies, apparently 
not realizing th a t their death lies at the 
door of those who ignominious ly fled and 
left them to their fate. 
The remaining 
tw in finally expired in great agony.—[S. F. 
Examiner, Jan. 6th.
